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VETO BY THE PRESIDENT 





THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL RE- 
TURNED UNSIGNED TO THE HOUSE. 


No Time for Squandering the People’s 
Money, the President Says—Sharp 
Rebuke to Congress for Its Efforts 
to Expend Unwisely Millions of 
Dollars on Alleged Improvements 
to Benefit Limited Localities and 
to Aid Individual Interests. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The following 
Message was sent to the House by President 
Cleveland this afternoon, vetoing the River 
and Harbor bill: 


To the House of Representatives: 

I return herewith without approval House 
Bill No. 7,977, entitled “‘An act making 
appropriations for the construction, repair, 
and preservation of certain public works on 
rivers and harbors and for other purposes.” 

There are 417 items of appropriation con- 
tained in this bill, and every part of the 
country ts represented in the. distribution 
of its favors. 

It-directly appropriates or provides for 
the immediate expenditure of nearly $14,- 
000,000 .for river and harbor work. This 
sum is in addition to appropriations con- 
tained in another bill for similar purposes 
amounting to a little more than $3,000,000, 
which have already been favorably consid- 
ered at the present~session of Congress 

The result is that the contemplated im- 
mediate expenditures for the objects men- 
tioned amount to about $17,000,000. 

A more startling feature of this bill is 
its authorization of contracts for river and 
harbor work.amounting to more than $62,- 
000,000. Though the payments on these 
contracts are in most cases so distributed 
that they are to be met by future appro- 
priations, more than $3,000,000 on their ac- 
count are included in the direct appropria- 
tions above mentioned. . Of the remainder 
nearly $20,000,000 will fall due during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1896, and 
amounts somewhat less in the. years im- 
Mediately succeeding. A few contracts 
of a like character, authorized under pre- 
vious statutes, are still outstanding, and 
to meet payments cn these more than 
$4,000,000 must be apprepriated in the im- 
mediate future. 

If, therefor2, this bill becomes a law, the 
Obligations which will be imposed on the 
Government, together With the appropria- 
tions made for immediate expenditure on 
account of rivers and harbors, will-amount 
to about eighty millions of dollars. 

Nor is this all. The bill directs numerous 
surveys anc examinations, which contem- 


Plate new work and further contracts, and 
which portend largely increased expendi- 
tures and obiigations. 

There is no ground to hope that in the 
face of persistent and growing demands the 
ageregate of appropriations for the smaller 
schemes not.covered by contracts will be 
reduced, or even remain stationary. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, such 
appropriations, together with the ~install- 
ments on contracts which will fall due in 
that year, can hardly be less than thirty 
millions of dollars; and it may reasonably 
be apprehended that the revalent tendency 
toward .increased expenditures-of this sort 
and the concealment: which postponéd pay- 


ments dfford for ¢xtrayaganee, will increase, | 


the burdens chargeable’ to this 
succeeding years. + 

In. view of the obligation imposed upon’ 
me by..the Constitution, it. seems to me 
quite clear that I only discharge a duty to 
our people when I interpose my ° disap- 
proval.of. the legislation proposed. 

Many of the objécts for which it appro- 
priatee public money are not related to the 
public welfare, and many of them are palp- 
ably for the benefit of limited localities or 
in aid of individual interests. . 

On the face of the bill it appears that not 
a few of these alleged imprévements have 
been so improvidently planned. and prose- 
cuted that after an unwise expenditure of 
millions of dollars new experiments for 
their accomplishment have been entered 
u

pon. 
While those intrusted with the manage- 
ment of public funds in the interest of all 
people can hardly justify questionable ex- 
penditures for public work by pleading the 
Opinions of engineers or others as to the 
practicability of such work, it appears that 
some of the projects for which appropria- 
tions ar? proposed in this bill have: beea 
entered upon without the approval. of 
against the objections of the examining 
engineers. 

I learn from official sources that there 
are appr, >riations contained in the bill to 
pay for work which private parties have 
actually agreed with the Government to 
do, in consideration of their occupancy of 
public property. 

Whatever items of doubtful propriety may 
have escaped observation, or may have 
, been tolerated in previous Executive ap- 
provals of similar bills, I am convinced that 
-the bill now under consideration opens the 
way to insidious and increasing abuses, and 
is in itself so extravagant as to be espe- 
cially unsuited to these times of depressed 
business and resulting disappointment in 
Government revenue. 

This consi@eration is emphasized by the 
prospect that the public Treasury will be 
confronted with other appropriations, made 
at the present session of Congress, amount- 
ing to more than $500,000,000. Individual 
economy and careful expenditure are ster- 
ling -virtues, which lead to thrift and com- 
fort. Economy and the exaction of clear 
justification for the appropriation of public 
moneys by the servants of the people are 
not only virtues, but solemn obligations. 

To the extent that the appropriations 
contafned in this bill are instigated by 
private interests, and promote local or in- 
dividual projects, their allowance cannot 
fail to stimulate a vicious paternalism and 
encourage a sentiment among our people 
already too prevalent that their attach- 
ment to our Government may properly rest 
upon the hope and expectation of direct 
and especial favors, and that the extent 
to which they are realized may furnish 
an estimate of the value of Governmental 
care. 

I believe no greater danger confronts us 
as a Nation than the unhappy decadence 
among our people of genuine and trust- 
worthy love and affection for our Govern- 
ment, as the embodiment of the highest 
and best aspirations of humanity, and not 
as the giver of gifts, and because its mis- 
sion is the enforcement of exact justice 
and equality, and not the allowance of 
unfair favoritism. 

I hope I may be permitted to suggest at 
a time when the issue of Government 
bonds to maintain the credit and financial 
standing of the country is a subject of 
eriticism that the contracts provided for 
im-this bill would create obligations of the 
United States amounting to $62,000,000, no 
less binding than its bonds for that sum.

WILL OVERRIDE THE VETO. 
fo Expectation that Congress Will 


Yield to the President, 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Before the River 
and Harbor bill had been passed and sent 
to the President, the Senators: and Repre- 
sentatives who built it up were of the opin- 
ion that it would be yetoed. From them, 
and not from the White House, came the 
report that the bill would be disapproved— 
and very naturally. Taking counsel of their 
fears and of their knowledge of the demer- 
its of the measure, they naturally predicted 
its fate so far as the President was con- 
cerned, and he sustained their judgment to- 
day. . 

._ Attention has been directed, in Congress 
and in newspapers, to the mischievous 
tendency developed in Congress to adopt 
with excessive liberality the continuing 
contract system referred to by the Presi- 
dent as concealing expenditures of ulti- 
mately large amounts of money. Begin- 


ming a few years ago with appropriations 
of this sort to the amount of only a few 
_Yillions, the provision for work under con- 
 finuing contracts has expanded since 1890 
te the immense sum of $62,000,000 in the 





bill just vetoed. If these continuing con- 
tracts are approved, there is no doubt that 
in the next séssion of «Congress demand 
will be made to make ‘other continuing con- 
tracts, and a combination of such strength 
will be arranged among members that it 
will be useless for the President to inter- 
pose his objections. a 

The old pl-en under which each member 
secured his piece of ‘“‘ pork”’ by = for 
all the other pieces, will fade into insig- 
nificance beside the magnificence of the 
later scheme that makes appropriations ex- 
tending over years and years, and binds 
the Government to complete all the jobs it 
begins. 

Democrats and Republicans alike voted 
for the seventy-million bill, and they may 
vote the same way to pass it over the 
veto. That Republicans should support the 
bill against the veto of the resident 
should occasion no surprise. The Repub- 
licans are bent upon spending not only all 
the money there is in sight, but all that 
can be pledged. In the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, with cKinley as the leader, the 
Republicans not only constructed a tariff 
bill that cut down the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment, but they passed appropriation 
bills that used up the surplus left in the 
Treasury by President Cleveland and left 
obligations to be provided for by the Demo- 
ecrats when they resumed power in the 
House. 

They are up to the same game now. They 
have appropriated nearly $600,000,000 dur- 
ing the session, although the estimates of 
the Secretary of the Treasury show that 
the income will not be nearly so much. A 
pretense has been made by the Appropri- 
ations Committee of being economical, but 
it has been only a pretense. The motto 
has been to spend all money possible, just 
as it ‘was in the tirst Reed’ Congress. If 
there is not money enough to. pay, put on 
more taxes. If more taxes are to be put on, 
that will afford a chance to make more pro- 
tection, and more protection will draw more 
money from the “ fat-fryers.’’ By keeping 
the Treasury exhausted the necessity for 
taxes will be proved, and under Repub- 
lican rule in the House those taxes will be 
paid by the people, who are made to pay 
the ‘bill’ by which favored manufacturers 
may secure greater profits than they would 
get by fair competition. 

It is believed generally that this is the 
last word of the President for the present 
session regarding the public Treasury and 
its needs, There has been some expecta- 
tion that he either would transmit a spe- 
cial message, dealing with the condition of 
the currency and the failure of Congress to 
take any steps in the matter, or that he 
would call Congress back here again im- 
mediately after adjournment for the pur- 
pose of dealing with the subject. There 
are no indications at presént that Mr. 
Cleveland intends to do either of these 
things. 

He appears to feel that he can get along 
better without Congress than with it, and 
that it only would add to d'strust in finan-’ 
cial circles to summon a special session. 
The opinion is that the River and Harbor 
bill will be passed over the veto. The votes 
in the two houses of Congress on the ac- 
ceptance of th@ conference report shows 
much more than the necessary two-thirds 
vote to override a veto. The President’s 
message is an appeal to reason and fair 
dealing with the people. This Congress 
does not care enough about either of these 
things to heed the appeal. 





ARMED IRISHMEN TO PARADE, 


Supreme Court Injunction Makes the 


Police Board Powerless. 


Col. Moran’s Irish Volunteers will parade 
with firearms to-day. The Police Com- 
missioners refused to grant permission. ‘The 
Volunteers took the matter to the Supreme 
Court yesterday and obtained a temporary 
injunction restraining the Police Board 
from interfering with the parade. The in- 
junction order is returnable Tuesday. Pat- 
rick Kerrigan of One Hundred and Seventh 
Street and King’s Bridge Road, and Eugene 
J. Flood of 216 West Fortieth Street have 
filed in the Supreme Court bonds of $250 
éach to indemnify the city in case the Vol- 

nteers do any damage. 

It was contended on behalf of the Vol- 
unteers that there was no legal warrant to 
interfere with their right to carry.arms, as 
they were in existence as an independent 
military organization April 23, 1883, and 
that they were subject to be called upon by 
the Commander in Chief of the State M1- 
litia in case of emergency. To. prevent 
them from carrying arms, it was said, was 
an abrogation on the part of the police of 
the Military Code. 

Commissioner Andrews made a report to 
the Police Board relative to the applica- 
tion of Col. Moran. Mr. Andrews stated 
that Col. Moran and his counsel conferrdd 
with him last Wednesday, and read extracts 
from affidavits of several members of the 
regiment asserting that the organization 
Was in existence April 23, 1883. 

“Col. Moran promised to sbumit /fthese 
affidavits for the reconsideration of the 
matter by the board,” said Mr. Andrews, 
“but he has failed to do so.” 

Commissioner Andrews also said that he 

had received a communication from Adjt. 
Gen. McAlpin stating that there was no 
record at State Headquarters of the First 
Regiment of Irish Volunteers having been 
in existence April 23, 1883. 
_ When Chief Conlin learned that an in- 
junction had been issued, he told the Com- 
missioners that the police could do nothing 
to prevent the parade.

The politicians were saying last night 
that Speaker Hamilton Fish would '‘doubt- 
less be one of those most deeply interested 
in this announcement. If he should chance 
to have nothing else to do to-day, he might 
be interested in attending the exercises at 
Brewsters, with a view to noting the re- 


ception which Mr. Saxton gets at the hands 
of the good people of the neighborhood. 

Mr. Saxton and Mr. Fish are both candi- 
dates for the nomination for Governor, and 
Putnam County is Mr. Fish’s home—his 
bailiwick, the place where his boom goes 
to warm and rejuvenate itself whenever it 
feels the chilling winds from Orange Coun- 
ty, where Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., lives, or 
from kland, which is the principality 
over whose litical fortunes Mr. Lexow 
holds sway ell and Lexow being in the 
list of Gubernatorial candidates. 

That Mr. Saxton saw fit to accept an in- 
vitation to speak in Putnam County was 
put down as a sign of carrying war into 
Africa. 

Lieut. Gov. Saxton said he thanked those 
of his friends who had been so kind as to 
mention his name in connection with the 
Vice Presidential nominaiton, but he was 
not after that office. ze did not expect 
the nomination, and was not to be under- 
stood as a candidate for it, he said. 

With reference to the nomination for the 
Governorship, he said that he was a candi- 
date for that office, and had assurances 
from his friends in some sections of the 
State that he would receive their support. 

While in this city yesterday, Mf. ton 
called on Mayor Strong. Afterward the

MR. PURROY, BACK FROM EUROPE, 
HAS SOMETHING TO SAY. 


Saw Mr. Croker While Abroad and 
Hopes He Will Soon Be Here “to 
‘Give the Party Management” the 
County Clerk Believes It Needs— 
This Likely to Rouse the Shee- 


hanites—Talks on Greater New- 


York and National Politics, 


County Clerk Henry D. Purroy said some 
things in an interview last night that will 
rufie Tammany men a trifle, and that con- 
firms all the rumors that have been in cir- 
culation of late about his antagonism to 
John C. Sheehan, the executive head of 


Tammany. It will probably be a difficult 
matter to prevent an open break between 
the two men now, although Mr. Purroy 
ery often “‘ approaches a crisis in political 
affairs and then sits down and allows the 
crisis to pass by,”” as one Wigwam man put 
it. 

The Sheehan-Purroy row is the most re- 
cent of the many personal warfares that 
have annoyed the rank and file of Tam- 
many for the past few years. Senator 
Timothy Dry Dollar Sullivan and Assem- 
blymen Butts’and Mittnacht were the so- 
called Purroy men in the Legislature of 
this year, They represent Mr. Purroy’s 
following in the organization with Jacob 
Seabold and John B. Shea. Butts and Mitt- 
nacht were the only two Tammany men 
who voted for the Greater New-York bill 
on its final passage. 

There has since been talk of “ disciplin- 
ing’’ them in the organization, and Mr. 
Purroy’s interview taken with the ill feel- 
ing on the part of Mr. Sheehan’s friends 
over the attitude of Messrs. Butts and 
Mittnacht may hurry along interesting de- 
velopments, 

Mr. Purroy arrived yesterday with Mrs. 
Purroy from Europe on the steamship Co- 
lumbia. He had not been long at his home 
in Webster Avenue, Fordham, before he 
began to let the guns go popping against 
Mr. Sheehan... He had seen Mr. Croker 
while abroad and some of his friends winked 
energetically when they commented on this 
fact. Mr. Sheehan’s friends wink both 
eyes and say ‘ Bosh.” In the course of 
his interview Mr. Purroy said: 

“Before I. reached Southampton I re- 
ceived a warm invitation to spend some 
time at Wantage, Mr. Croker’s country 
home, Therefore, shortly after I arrived, I 


ran out to his country place, and spent a 
few days with him very pleasantly. He 
has hired a most beautiful place about sev- 
enty miles from London, and is _ there 
quietly taking the rest that he was advised 
that he must have. He is looking rugged, 
and I have good reasons to hope that he 
will soon be among us, and will give the 
party his Advice and management, which, 
I believe, it needs very much.” 

These remarks will give the Sheehan 
men something to roar about. The refer- 
ence to their chief is self evident. On Na- 
tonal politics Mr. Purroy had this to say: 

“TI believe that the Democratic pros- 
pects have brightened greatly during the 
last few months. They now have a fair 
chance if affairs are wisely managed and 
they nominate an excellent candidate. 

“If McKinley is nominated by the Re- 


:publicans, I. will. not. be..surprised to.,see. 


some prominent“EKastern candidate, such as 
ex-Gov. Russell of Massachusetts, named 
by the Democrats’ on a. low-tariff and 
hard-money platform, and under those con- 
ditions we will have’a lively and interesting 
campaign. It is important that we carry 
the State of New-York, and it is possible, 
but in order to do so the Democrats must 
present no ordinary man. They ought to 
place in nomination for Governor some 
man whose very name is a guarantee to the 
people of his ability, his independence, his 
uprightness, and his fitmess to be a leader 
of the party. We have one or two such 


_men. 


“J do not think that Mr. Whitney or Mr. 
Cleveland will be candidates, but believe 
that they will have a great deal to say in 
naming the candidate at Chicago.” 

“What do you think of Tammany’s man- 
agement in regard to the Greater New- 
York bill?” 

“TI don’t think that it was very wise. I 
believe in strict loyalty to organization, 
but loyalty does not mean ignorant, stu- 
pid, and blind subserviency. To order the 
Tammany Senators to vote for consolida- 
tion one day and next day to suddenly 
change front, and without fa single open 
reason to order the Tammany sssembly- 
men to vote against it does not seem to 
me to be consistent leadersnip. 

“TIT happen to know that it would have 
been quite possible to have kept Tam- 
many’s record all right on this most im- 
portant non-partisan questivun, and to have 
obtained at the same time all that she 
could reasonably expect from a Repub- 
lican Government. As it is, her represent- 
atives, with the exception of her Senators 
and Assemblymen Butts and Mittnacht, 
have been placed in a most absurd and 
humiliating position, and the organization 
has been made unnecessarily identified 
with failure and made temporarily ridicu- 
lous. " 

“ According to my way of thinking, (and 
I know that my views are shared by many 

rominent men in Tammany Hall,) Assem- 
Ciymen Butts and Mittnacht acted just as 
intelligent, self-respecting New-Yorkers 
having a just pride in the future of their 
native city might be expected to act. I 
believe that any further attempts to ostra- 
cise them will turn out to be the height of 
folly. Such attempts will present them be- 
fore the people as martyrs in a good cause, 
will strengthen them with their districts, 
and will rally all of their friends to their 
support. For it must be remembered that 
the Democratic voters of this city declared 
by nearly 40,000 majority that they wanted 
a Greater New-York. For myself, I have 
been a consistent and outspoken advocate 
of consolidation for more than six years, 
and I. hold the same views. to-day.” 

In speaking of his trip, Mr. Purroy said 
that after a short stav in England he was 
called by business to Spain, where he spent 
the greater part of his time abroad. Of 
Spain he said: 

“‘TJIndoubtedly Spain is a very really ex- 
cited country over the attitude of America 
toward the Cuban war, and especially over 
the alleged attacks upon their country of 
our representatives in Congress. At Barce- 
lona, Madrid and Valencia I witnessed 
demonstrations on the part of the students 
in which America came in for a good share 
of abuse.”’ 

Mr. Purroy was in Barcelona on the oc- 
casion of the secand riot of the students, 
and says that when the United States 
Consulate was attacked, Consul Herbert 
W. Bowen appeared bareheaded and alone 
on the veranda and braved the mob with- 
out a tremor. Mr. Purroy said the mob 
was quelled simplv by the presence of a 
brave and intrepid’ man. 





Kings County’s Dirty Jail, 


The Kings County Grand Jury yesterday handed 
to Judge Aspinall a presentment in which they 
state the penitentiary is in first-class order, but 
in reference to the jail they say: ‘‘ We found 
the straw in the beds of the women’s prison ve 
dirty, and the bathtubs. and washtubs in very 
poor condition and not clean. The sanitary con- 
ditions were useless, and the corridor under the 
female prison was full of garbage and other 
refuse, which should be removed. We would 
recommend that a shower bath be placed in the 
frame building in the fail yard. We further rec- 
ommend that a better quality of food be fur- 
nished the prisoners. We found the females de- 
tained as witnesses were compelled to mingle 
with other prisoners. We would recommend 
that a proper place be provided for such wit- 
nesses, 





Dragged by His Heels by a Wagon, 


Louis Morris, eight years old, of 121 Beacon 
Avenue, Jersey City, yesterday ran after a 
butcher’s wagon to get a ride. He overtook the 
wagon, but as he grasped at the tailboard he 
fell. His foot caught between the spokes of a 
rear wheel; and he wep dragged 200 feet before 
the horrified witnesses of the accident could make 
the driver of the wagon understand what had 
happened. When the wagon was stopped the 
boy’s skull was found to be fractured, and he had. 
sustained internal injuries which will probably 
rove fatal. The ped was taken to the City 
6spital, and the driver was locked up on a 
charge of atrocious assault. .

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DETECTIVE OPPENHEL{WS WOUND. 


Its Peculiarity Due to a Split Bullet’s 
” . Passage. 


Chief Surgeun Cook yesterday made a 
report to the Police Board relative to the 
accidental shooting of Central Office De- 
tective Adolph Oppenhetm. Oppenheim, 
while running for a car at Forty-second 
Street and Broadway, April 22, was shot 
in the leg by his pistol, which fell from his 
}pocket and was discharged. The bullet 
went through the calf of his left leg. Sur- 
geon John D: Gorman, who attended Op- 
penheim, was puzzled over the case, be- 
cause the wound at the place where the 
bullet entered the detective’s leg was much 
larger than that at which it passed out, 
and none of the surgeons could account 
for it. 2 

Sergt. William Petty, the pist@l expert 
of the department, was finally called in, 
and consulted about the matter. He was 
able to explain the strange affair. Dr. 
Cook forwarded Sergt. Petty’s report, and 
the Commissioners had it before them yes- 
borden: with didgrams made by Petty. 
The Sergeant explained that Oppenheim’s 
revolver had been set with the hammer 
between two chambers. When it fell from 
the detective’s pocket it struck on the 
trigger and the cylinder was moved around 
just so far -that the hammer struck the 
onee of the cartridge, causing it to ex- 

Sergt. Petty says that the chamber not 
being in line with the barrel when the pis- 
tol was discharged, only part of the bullet 
passed through the‘barrel, the other part 
being cut off by the edge of the barrel. 
The cutting off of the side of the bullet 
upset it so in the barrel that it entered 
the leg sideways, instead of point forward, 
and made the large hole.- The bullet, after 
striking sideways on entering, righted it- 
self as it ed through the leg, passing 
out point front, making only a small hole. 
Sergt. Petty demonstrated that this was 
the case by an experiment which he made 
at the Eighth Regiment armory. 

The surgeons were so impressed with 
Sergt. Petty’s showing that they, have con- 
cluded to employ him as an expert in 
shooting cases. The Commissioners re- 
garded it as a remarkable case, and agreed 


that the report should be published in a 
surgical journal. 





HURT AT THE BRIDGE ENTRANCE. 


Two Men Injured by Falling Building 
Material at Park Row End. 


Two men were severely injured and a 
number of others had narrow escapes at 
the Park Row end of the Brooklyn Brifige 
about 3-o’clock yesterday by the falling of 
and eight-foot shutter, a plank, two heavy 
bars of iron, and a quantity of bolts and 
rivets, which were in use by the iron- 
workers who are constructing a roof at the 
New-York terminal.

Hats were crushed and knocked off, and 
every one that could ran out of the way, 
thinking the whole structure was falling. 

Thomas Noonan, thirty-four years old, 
a waiter at 203 East Fifty-ninth Street, 
and Charles Becker, seventeen, of 99 Mon- 
roe Street, who is employed in a store in 
Montclair, N. J., were not so fortunate. 

Noonan was knocked unconscious to the 
stone pavement, and held down by the 
heavy shutter, while the heavy plank 
struck Becker on the head, and the shower 
of bolts and rivets cut several gashes in 
his head. 

Both men’s scalps received a number of 
‘lacerated wounds and the concussion from 
the blow on Noonan’s head caused him to 
bite his tongue, inflicting a painful wound.. 

Bridge’ Policemen Murphy and Wade ran 
to the ‘ald of the injured men and _ lifted 


up. 

An-ambulance call had~been sent in to 
Hudson Street Hospital and Surgeon -Stiv- 
ers, who responded, had his hands full 
dressing ‘the men’s injuries and stopping 
the flow of blood. Then he took them -to 
the hospital. Later they went home. 

As far as could be learned there is no 
one employed:-by the bridge authorities to 
oversee the work of reconstruction by the 
contractor’ men, and provide against the 
possible carelessness of the workmen.

Detective Accused Him in Court of 
Stealing Ten Peanuts. 


Detective Kennedy of the East Twenty- 
second Street Station brought to justice in 
the Yorkville Police Court yesterday a 
desperate criminal whom he had caught in 
the act.

Pugilists Arraigned HKefore Police Jus- 

tice Ingram of Long Island City 
Gotten Out by the 
Committee of Ministers—After a 


on Warrants 


Series of Delays the Prisoners 


Were Discharged at an Hour Late 
Enough to Disappoint a Crowd. 


The ministers of Long Island City have 
succeeded, at least for a time, in their ef- 
forts to stop prizefighting.. Their work re- 
sulted in the postponement of the contest 
between Maher and Slavin, which was to 
have been decided at the Eureka Athletic 


Club last night. They may have been aided 
in this by Gov. Morton’s prompt action in 
notifying Sheriff Doht of Queens County 
that the law must be observed. 

Peter Maher, Frank P. Slavin, Manager 
O’Rourke of the athletic club, and John 
Quinn appeared before Police Justice Ingram 
yesterday afternoon’in answer to warrants 
which the ministers had gotten out. Messrs. 
Van Vechten and Delevan, counsel for the 
pugilists, asked that their clients be given 
an examination at once, be discharged, or 
be allowed to furnish bail. 

After a consultation with Police Justice 
Duffy, Justice Ingram announced that he 
would release the men under $1,000 bail 
each, and set their examination at 8 o’clock 
last night. Bail was promptly furnished. 

The courtroom .was crowded at the even- 
ing hearing. Among the interested specta- 
tors were the Rev. Charles Park, one of 
the most active of the ministers in the ef- 
fort to suppress the fight, and Agent Den- 
nett of Dr. Parkhurst’s society. 

Sheriff Doht, who was present, an- 
nounced that he was determined to prevent 
the fight. He had received the Governor’s 
message in the afternoon, 

Justice Ingram entered court about 
8:30 o’clock. Mr. Delevan jumped up at 
once and demanded that the prisoners be 
discharged. Assistant District Attorney 
Wadley, for the people, said that the com- 
plaining witnesses had not appeared, and 
asked that the hearing be adjourned. 

Justice Ingram then _ suspended 
hearing without adjourning it. 

A crowd had gathered at the Eureka 
Clubhouse, confident that the fight would 
take place. Many of them, fearing to lose 
their money, remained outside the build- 
ing or gathered around the Court House. 
When it was learned that the examination 
had been suspended, the crowd, taking it 
for granted that the pugilists’: party had 
won their point, filled the clubhouse. 

The announcer for the fight appeared 
soon after 9 o’clock and attempted to quiet 
the crowd, which was growing restive, by 
declaring that the first bout, between two 
comparatively unknown boxers, would at 
once take place. 

Hope of seeing even this was Jost when, 
a few minutes later, he declared that if 
the principals did not appear at 10 o’clock 
the fight would be postponed until next 
Friday night, when it would positively 
take place. This satisfied the expectant 
crowd that it would see no fighting, and 
all persons left.th2 building. .

Mr. Par yas” greatly pleased with the 
outcome of his efforts to stop the contest. 
Mr.. O’Rourke of the Eureka: Athletic Club 
Was not as pleased, and said so. He inti- 
mated that there was no longer law or 
justice to be had in Long Island City, and 
announced that he would ‘seek legal re- 
dress.” 

In the course of a conversation between 
the minister and the manager, the latter 
threw some side lights on the business of 
carrying on prizefights in Long Island 
City, as he understood it. Mr. Park had 
remarked that there was doubtless more 
money to be made in managing prizefights 
than in preaching, whereupon O’Rourke 
replied that, while the minister might be 
surprised to hear it, it was nevertheless 
true that there was more money in prize 
fights for county Officials than there was for 
managers. 

Mr. Park asked for an explanation, and 
was told that Sheriff Doht owned the 
ground upon which stands the building of 
the Empire Athletic Club, a rival organi- 
zation. Mr. O’Rourke further declared that 
the Sheriff was interested to the extent of 
25 per cent. in the business of the Empire 
Athletic Club, all of which, according to 
O'Rourke, led him to believe that the 
Sheriff was only too willing to carry out 
Gov. Morton’s directions. 

O’Rourke also declared that Sheriff Doht 
had told him that the Eureka Club must 
pay “hush” money, as did the Empire. 
O’Rourke grew much excited in the course 
of his conversation, and ended by inviting 
the minister to accompany him to a prize- 
fight.

Ships Will arry 1,800,000 To-day— 
Deposit at the Sub-Treasury. 


The French and German steamships sail- 
ing to-day will take out $1,800,000 in Amer- 
ican coin. L. Von Hoffman & Co. will ship 
$1,100,000 and Lazard Fréres $700,000. The 
Treasury Department in Washington yes- 
terday reduced the premium charged on 
gold bars from three-sixteenths to one- 
eighth of 1 per cent. Gold shippers are 
not satisfied with this reduction. 

President E. E. Poor of the National Park 
Bank deposited $1,000,000 in gold in the 
United States Sub-Treasury yesterday in 
exchange for legal-tender notes. This de- 

osit was made chiefly for the purpose of 
Pelping to strengthen the Government’s 
gold reserve. All the officers and Directors 
of the National Park Bank are firm _believ- 
ers in maintaining the gold standard.

LYNCHED A ROBBER OF THE DEAD. 


Indignant Citizens Take the Life of 
an Unknown Man. 


Sr. Louis, May 29.—There is one uniden- 
tified body in the Morgue that will be in- 
terred in Potter’s Field, simply because it 
is too badly mangled to be of value in the 
dissecting room of one of the medical col- 
leges. 

The injuries that resulted in the vic- 
tim’s death are not attributable to the tor- 
nado.. He was killed by indignant citizens. 

After the power house of the South Side 
Electric Line had been leveled, with nine 
employes in the ruins, a trampish-looking 
man put in an appearance, and volunteered 
to assist in the search. Four bodies were 
taken from the ruins, and laid side by 
side. Then, according to a local citizen, 
who told his story at the Morgue to-day, 
the volunteer, availing himself of what he 
thought was a favorable opportunity, pro- 
ceeded to rifle the clothing of the dead. 

He was caught in the act by one of the 
searchers, who without warning felled him 
with a brick. .The entire party of search- 
ers fell upon the man, crying ‘‘ Lyneh the 
thief!’.. and with kicks and blows from 
boards and scantlins pounded the life out 
of him. 

A pledge of secrecy was quickly made. 
the ambulance was sent for, and the body 
was conveyed to the Morgue under the sup- 
position that it was that of a victim of the 
power house’ wreck. 

A story was told in the police court to- 
day which resulted in Jacob Weims and 
Joseph Woods being fined $50 each on 
the charge of disturbing the peace. They 
burrowed through the ruinsof St. James’s 
Lutheran Church, on California Avenue, to 
the basement, where they had learned that 
several dozen bottles of communion wine 
were stored. 3 

After drinking their fill, they loaded their 
arms with bottles, and, seating themselves 
on the sidewalk, invited the passers-by 
to drink the consecrated Hquor, all the 
while singing a blasphemous song. 

Police Captain Keeble and Sergt, Hanna, 
both of whom were in plain clothes, were 
among those.so invited, and when they 
undertook to arrest the depredators, Woods 
drew a knife and attempted to stab them. 
Persons in thé. crowd came to the as- 
sistance of the officers and the ‘men were 
disarmed and taken to the station. 





YO WATCH. BOASTING GAMBLERS. 


Commissioner Parker Hears They Ex- 
pect Light Punishment, 


Commissioner Parker made a, statement 
at the meeting of the Police Board yester- 
day concerning the arrests of the gamblers, 
“Bob” Irving and “ Jack” Slater, and oth- 
ers, who have been indicted and are soon 
to be tried.

St. Lovuts, May 29.—The full extent of 
Wednesday evening’s disaster is just be- 
ginning to be realized. It is apparent that 
the greatest loss of life was in this city, 
where estimates put the figures all the way 
from 250 to 400. The former figure prob- 
ably will not be far out of the way. The 
number of dead thus far reported is 184. 
In East St. Louis the number of killed will 
be about 150..It is believed the lives.lost 
on the river in this vicinity will number 
twenty-five. 

From detailed reports from official 
sources the following tabulated statement 


is prepared: 

Dead in St. Louis, 176; unknown dead in St. 
Louis, 8; fatally injured in St. Louis, 18; miss 
ing in St. Louis, 40: identified dead in East 
St. Louis, 142; unknown dead in East St. Louis, 
8: fatally injured in East St. Louis, 19;, tot 
fatalities, 388.

Coming to the loss of property, the esti- 
mates, of course, vary greatly, but, setting 
aside the natural tendency to exaggeration 
In the face of a great calamity, it is pretty 
safe to say that the loss in St. Louis will 
reach $5,000,000. Other estimates have been 
given out—among them one by Mayor Wal- 
bridge, who places the figures at $20,000,- 
ooo—but they are all too high. There were 
no large and expensive buildings destroyed 
outright. The big hotels and sky-scrapers 
were not in the path of the tornado, and 
the buildings of any considerable size that 
suffered were elevators, freight warehouses, 
and other structures of comparatively 
cheap construction. 

The damage to dwellings is, of course 
heavy, but, after all, the chief loss will 
fall’on the street railways, the electric-light 
companies, and’ the river and railroad in- 
terests. The municipality itself is perhaps 
as heavy an individual loser as any. Tne 
damage to the poorhouse, insane asylum, — 
pauper hospital, and publie-schoo! buildings 
will reach ,000, and the injury to tne 
streets, damage to pavements, and de- 
struction of telegraph and electric-lighting 
system will foot up $250,000 more. The . 
street-railway system, which operates cars

n East St. Louis the railroads and the 
river interests were the heaviest losers 
Ay the storm. The former will not get off 
cheaper than $750,000, and the latter suf- 
fered to the extent of perhaps $300,000, The 
loss, to steamboat men was not only in the 
vessels destroyed, but in wharfage, freight, 
and material. The fire caused a further 
loss of $500,000, and the individual losses 
of property owners will swell the total to 
between $3,500,000 and $4,000,000. 

In the country and the various small 
towns that were touched by the storm there 
is no means of getting at the property loss. 
There is no basis even for an estimate, 

The serious feature of nearly all the dam- 
age done is that substantially all of it is 
unprotected by insurance. The damage in 
East St. Louis by fire will, of course, be 
made good by the insurance companies, but 
where the damage was done by wind, as 
it was in almost all cases, the property is 
not protected by the policies, and the loss 
falls entirely upon the owners. The imme- 
diate result of this feature of the disaster 
will probably be a boom in tornado insur- 
ance policies, of which very few were car- 
ried in this city, or, indeed, anywhere else 
out of the “cyclone belt” in Kansas and 
Nebraska.

MUNICIPAL RELIEF. 


The City of St. Louis to Appropriate 
$100,000 to Help the Sufferers, 


St. Louis, May 29.~At a meeting of the 
Municipa® Assembly to-night, Mayor Wal- 
bridge submitted a special message, asking 
that the Assembly appropriate $100,000 for 
the relief of the storm sufferers. This prop- 
osition was received favorably, but the 
rules of the Assembly will delay conclu- 
sive action for several days. The money is 
to be immediately available upon the pass- 
age of the measure. The committee report 
will be made to-morrow. 

Informal discussion was had, and it was 
agreed that every appropriation for public 
improvements not pledged on contracts ai- 
ready made should be diverted to the relief 
fund.» The disbursement of this fund will 
be under rer control and will be in- 
dependent of other relief ‘measures. 

Mayor Walbridge took occasion in his 
message to point out that St. Louis was 
the only city in the country that had 
weathered safely the recent financial gale, 
and expressed the hope that it should not 
be said that any disturbance, physical or 
financial, could make St. Louis a mendi- 
ant asking alms. 
eThis independence of feeling seems uni- 
versal h.re. It does not appear to be brag- 
gadocio, but serene confidence in the ability 
and disposition of St. Louisans to care for 
the storm victims. 

Private subscriptions to the relief fund 
now aggregate over $25,000. 





CONVENTION HALL LITTLE INJURED. 


None of the Hotels Damaged—No Post-. 
ponement Is Necessary. 


Sr. Lours, May 20—The Business Men’s 
League has issued a statement to the coun- 
try to the effect that Wednesday’s disaster 
will in no way interfere with the arrange- 
ments already made for the Republican 
Convention or the housing and entertain- 
ment of the delegates. 

Despite the exaggerated stories that were 
given circulation during the hours imme- 
diately following the storm, when the im- 
pression was sought to be conveyed that 
the Exposition Building and Convention 
Auditorium had been destroyed, it should 
be now definitely known through the coun- 
try that only a narrow strip across the 
Mill Creek Valley was devastated, and that 
the principal business portion of the city 
is unscathed, 

The damage to the structure in which the 
convention is to be held is much less than 
at first supposed, and will not exceed 
$1,500, and repairs can be completed by the 
end of next week. 

None of the large hotels was injured in 
any way, and the section of the city that 
felt the brunt of the storm includes but a 
handful of houses that have been placed 
in the list of contingent extra accommoda- 
tions for visitors. More than nine-tenths 
of the houses so listed and covering a radius 
from half a mile to two miles west of the 
Auditorium, are in a district ‘entirely out- 
side the path of the storm. 





EAST ST, LOUIS RECOVERING. 


Extra Policemen and Militiamen Give 
Protection, 


East St. Lovis, May 29,—East St. Louis 
is waking from its stupor of terror and 
things are beginning to shape themselves 
to the amelioration of the condition of the 
afflicted and the preservation of the prop- 
erty left after the storm. 

A relief committee has been formed, 
with an auxiliary women’s corps. Money is 
being subscribed, the town is thoroughly 
policed with local constabulary and two 
companies of militia, streets are being 
cleared, homes made habitable, and a feeble 
effort at being cheerful in their distress is 
being made by the people. 

The Island, where the destruction of life 
was so frightful, was guarded last night. by 
both the police and militia. About fifty 
extra policemen were sworn in, and these, 
with the regular police force and the mili- 
tia, are ample to guard all the exposed 
property. The scene on the Island was a 
ghastly one during the night. The people 
wandered through it until almost daylight 
in a meaningless sort of way, many of 
them because they had no other place to 
go, and others drawn there by curiosity. 

Gov, Altgeld visited the city Jast night 
and had a talk with Mayor Bader and 
other prominent citizens, He readily ac- 
ceded to the Mayor’s request for a call 
of troops, but his published statement 
that he did not believe the city was in 
need of outside aid has not met with a 
k.ud reception. 

Mayor sader and the rest of the towns- 
people here feel that they are in most 
urgent need of all the assistance they can 
get. The rich have suffered with the poor, 
and the recourses of those who could ordin- 
arily extend a helping hand to their more 
unfortunate brothers will be so strained in 
recovering their own positions that it will 
be difficult for them to do much more than 
help themselves. 

There are hundreds of persons here with 
no homes, no money, and even without a 
stitch of clothing of their own. Assistance 
trom other cities will be required. 

Mayor Bader presided over the meeting 
of the Relief Committee to-day. ‘*‘ We have 
not got time to taik,”’ said he, ‘‘ We must 
act, and act fast, or the results of our mis- 
fortune are going to be so disastrous that 
the world wiil biame us for not coming to 
the relief of the distressed more speedily 
and substantiaily, 

“There are nearly 3,500 people in this 
city that are without clothing, food, and 
shelter, and what adds to the distress of 
the situation, the majority of them are poor 
people and can barely manage to live tol- 
erably when they have every good fortune, 

“As near aS we have been able to count, 
nearly 600 houses have been destroyed, 
with not fewer than from three to six peo- 
ple im each of them. Their clothing in 
great part was destroyed, blown away, if 
you please. So was their furniture and 
bedding, and few of ‘tthem have money to 
buy any more. 

‘We have been obliged to appeal to the 

outside world for aid, and I hope that it 
will be responded to readily, for the emer- 
gency is dire and pressing.”’ 
**Gov. Altgeld, who spent Thursday here, 
said that he did not think there would be 
need of outside assistance. How about 
that?’’ was asked, . 

“TI was with the Governor for nearly 
half an hour, and the only matter we dis- 
cussed was police aid. I asked him to send 
up several companies of militia to help 
protect property, and he.promptly did so. 
If we had not got the troops, I think a 
large amount of property would have been 
carted away by the inhuman thievés who 
are taking advantage of our extremity. *I 
don’t know where the Governor got his 
idea that we were not in need of outside as- 
sistance. Perhaps he doesn’t know how 
badly the town is prostrated and how 
limited our individual means for succor.’’ 
The Eads Bridge is once more open. 
Trains began running last night, and by 
this morning great long lines of cars were 
uffing across the dismantled structure, giv- 
ng the imprisoned East St. Louisans 12 
chance to get out of the city. The tracks 
from the relay station up the bridge in- 
cline were cluttered with all sorts of stuff, 
but were not damaged. With the earlier 
trainloads the passengers (were pretty. 
nervous for fear that some of the piers: 
might be weakened by the bombardment 
of wind and water, but they were safe 
enough. The relay station is now in fair 
shape. It was almost the only building 
left standing in that section. 

Hallisey’s Hotel, situated just south of 
the bridge, in East St. Louis, was one of the 
buildings overthrown by the storm. It is 
estimated that of its inmates at the time 
of the disaster at least a dozen are still un- 
der the ruins, 

It is feared that a large number, how 
many it is not known, He crushed under 
the wrecks of the Martell House, the Du- 
rant House, and the Relay Retreat, which 
were hurled all together into Cehokia 
Creek. Searchers among the mass of ruins 
which marks where the settlement on the 
southeastern end of the island stood speak 
of the dead they had rege | found under 
the wreckage, but declare that they can- 
not tell how many more remain ‘undis 
covered. Many days will elapse before the 
missing are all accounted for by the re- 
covery of their bodies. 

The freight yards of every line on the 
river front were completely covered with 
overturned cars and the wreckage of the 
freight houses, but the Superintendents, 
with large gangs of workmen, set to work 
at an early hour yaar | morni to 
clear the tracks, and by evening the -Wa- 
bash, the Clover Leaf, the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi, and the Baltimore and Ohio 
announced that they were in shape to re- 
ceive freight at their yards on the east 
side.

LIFE AND INSURANCE LOSSES, 


Companies in This City but Slightly 
Affected, if at All. 


Nearly every prominent life and fire in- 
surance company in this city carries risks 
on lives and property in St. Louis, and 
they are ajl anxious to learn the exact loss 
of life and damage to property by the tor- 
nado. As yet they have received but meagre 
reports from agents in St. Louis, but the 
impression seems to prevail that the indi- 
vidual losses of insurance companies will 
be small. 

It was said yesterday at the offices of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, 120 
Broadway, that while no definite report 
had been received from the St. Louis agent, 
it was not thought that more than three 
or four persons killed by the tornado car- 
ried insurance policies with that company. 

A similar statement was made by Secre- 
tary Cheseborough of the Unit Staies 
Casualty Company, in the Syndicate Build- 
ing, Nassau and Liberty Streets. 

Manager Henry W. Hall of the Union As- 
surance Society of London, at William and 
Pine Streets, said his society had risks on 
property in East St, Louis’ as well as in 
St, Louis, but no word had been received 
regarding loss. 

Manager Charles Sewall of the Commer- 
cial Union Assurance Company of London, 
at William and Pine Streets, said that, al- 
though that company does a tornado busi- 
ness in St. Louis and East St. Louls, he 
had -received no report of loss by tornado. 
He was inclined to think that none of the 
property destroyed by the wind was in- 
sured against tornado, hecause in cities 
like St. uis there is little tornado insur- 
ence, as such calamities are not looked for 
in cities. As to loss by firt following the 
tornado, Mr. Sewall thought it possible 
there might be some on the St. Louis Steel 
Company's property, which was wrecked by 
the tornado an pony, burned, The steel 
company did not carry any tornado Iinsur- 
ance. 

Manager Bdward F. Beddall of the Royal 
Insurance’ Company said reports from 
agents in Chicago, who had heard from St. 
Louis, indicated that that company’s losses 
were trifling. Mr. Beddall did not believe 
the fire losses in St. Louis would amount 
to very much, anyway. 





MUCH DAMAGE IN NEW-JERSEY. 


Lightning Wrecks Many Houses and 
Winds Level Orchards, 


Jerspy Ciry, May 29.—Reports from the 
country districts of New-Jersey show that 
the storm which swept over the State 
Thursday afternoon was more destructive 
than at first reported. 

The storm missed all the larger towns and 


* cities, and the destruction was. confined to 


the villages and boroughs. The storm was 
cyclonic in its nature. Across the State 
lipe,, in Pennsylvania, some damage was 
done in Bucks County, and then the storm 
crossed the river into Mercer County, N. J. 
The storm swept across Mercer County 
into Monmouth. Allentown, in Monmouth 
County, suffered. It is estimated that the 
damage in and about that place will reach 
$100,000. In some cases whole orchards 
were wrecked. The chief loss at Allentown 
was the furniture store of Frank Clayton. 

The storm followed the Shrewsbury Road, 
and the houses on both sides suffered, 
The trees which lined the roadway were 
in most instances thrown down. One of 
the trees landed against the house of the 
Rev. S. G. Pitt, crushing in the front and 
roof. The horse sheds at the Presbyterian 
and Episcopal churches were blown down, 
The public schoolhouse was just within the 
| path of the wind, and was somewhat dam- 


, aged. School was in session at the time, 
‘and the teacher and scholars took refuge 
in the cellar. 
! George Newell of Allentown was driving 
tow the village, When the storm met 
him, on the Shrewsbury Road. The wagon 
in which he sat was overturned against a 
fence. Three of Mr. Newell's ribs were 
broken, and he was internally injured. It 
is thought he will die.

CYCLONES AND TORNADOES. 





The Latter May Accompary but Dif- 
fer from the Former. 


The funnel-shaped-cloud—the visible sign 
that a violent storm is approaching, to 
leave death and destruction in its wake— 
never moves toward the south, according 
to the observation of the meteorologists. 
In most instances the tornado moves from 
the southwest toward the northeast, in the 
northern hemisphere, though there are in- 
stances in which this course is varied. 

Sometimes tornadoes move due east; some- 
times due north, and more rarely to the 
westward, but never south. The best ad- 
vice which the weather experts'can give 
for getting out of the cyclone’s or tor- 
nado’s fury, is, if one be in the track of 


an approaching storm cloud, to run to the 
south. 

ane cloud, if it is approaching a rairie 
village, may be seen some minutes efore 
it strikes, and as its path is often narrow, 
a short run to the south will often put one 
out of danger. 

The cyclone differs from the tornado. 
The funnel of the former may cover an 
area 1,500 miles in extent. The tornado, 
which is a monster whirlwind, with some 
additional features, has an area of from 
5 to 500 miles, 

The tornado which caused such destruc- 
tion at St. Louis and adjacent places 
a few days ago did not follow the. 
prevailing rule as to direction, The whirl- 
wind jumped in several] directions, accord- 
ing to reports, at times moving to the west. 
Some hold that this apparent change of 
course was due simply to the formation of 
other whirlwinds, while the principal vor- 
tex continued its easterly course. 

In discussing the direction taken hy 
cyclones, or low-pressure storms Gen. 

reely, formerly of the Weather Service, 
BAYS: 

“The motion of the low area probably de- 
pends on the prevailing direction of 
motion of the great body of upper air 
in the vicinity of the disturbance. A cur- 
rent of air moving on ‘the earth’s surface, 
no matter in what direction, is deflected 
to the right hand of the direction in which 
it is moving (in the Northern Hemisphere) 
by the action of the rotation of the earth. 
A_ wind moving with a velocity of thirty 
miles an hour from south to north in lati- 
tude 40 degrees north, for instance, will be 
deflected toward the east six miles in an 
hour, neglecting the friction of the wind 
on the earth’s surface. The effect of this 
factor, however, is to augment considerably 
the deflection.” 

The recent storm at St. Louis affords a 
good illustration of the difference between 
a cyclone and a tornado, according to Fore- 
caster Dunn of the New-York Weather 
Bureau, The cyclone, or low-pressure area, 
extended over a vast territory in Missouri 
Illinois, Indiana, and points to the north and 
east of those States, reaching as far north 
as Lake Huron, where the storm centre was 
just eighteen hours after the tornado at 
St. Louis. The tornado itself developed at 
points where southerly currents came into 
cbntact with those from the west. The two 
were of varying densities, temperatures, 
dggrees of humidity, and altitudes, and at 
the angle of intersection the gyratory 
storms developed. 

These conditions, according. to meteorolo- 
ists, are necessary to the tornado. Gen. 

reely thus describes the atmospheric phe- 
nomena on such occasions: 

* Disturbances of the equilibrium of the 
atmosphere, in connection with cyclonic 
storms, take place in a manner more nearly 
horizontal than vertical, the currents pass- 
ing inward and upward. In whirlwinds and 
tornadoes—for whirlwinds may be consid- 
ered aS incipient tornadoes—the peculiarity 
of this disturbance is that it occurs in a 
manner more nearly vertical than horizon- 
tal. Since tornadoes, hailstorms, and thun- 
derstorms are all in the same advance 
quadrants of low areas, and all likewise 
travel with greater velocity than the gen- 
eral storm centre, it appears probable that 
the tornado is arn intense development of 
thunder and hail storm conditions in which 
the enormous force generated by the dis- 
ruption of very unstable atmospheric con- 
ditions is applied to the development of 
whirlwinds, instead of spending itself in 
the formation of hail or in the inducin 
of violent and opposing electrical condi- 
tions. Tornadoes always occur in 
connection with strong, warm winds, while 
the atmosphere is not only nearly or quite 
saturated, but also, from its high tempera- 
ture, contains an abnormally large amount 
of aqueous vapor. It appears certain that 
a state of unstable atmospheric equilib- 
rium exists, which most likely is due to, 
or co-existent with, very rapid diminutions 
of temperature with altitude, thus causing 
vertically very large temperature gradients 
and marked contrasts of vapor conditions. 
In sueh case, the presence of strong, warm, 
moist winds produces conditions wherein 
the strata of the lower atmosphere are 
liable to sudden and violent changes. In 
connection with such rapid transference of 
air, it requires only a slight predisposing 
cause to set up a gyrating motion and thus 
induce the Moe winds known as torna- 
does. When this current is once set in mo- 
tion, it naturally propagates itself along 
such line and in such direction as those in 
which similar unstable atmospheric condi- 
tions: may chance to then prevail. It is 
noticeable that this gyratory motion, as 
indicated by the general formation of the 
o cloud, forms in the upper air strata 

ually descends to earth, thus af- 
fordl proof that the gyratory motion is 
initiated in the upper air strata.” 

Forecaster Dunn was asked by a reporter 
for THE NEW-YORK Times if it were - 
ble to foretell such storms as that which 
went over St. uis. ‘The existence of 
cyclone was foretold,” he said, “and h

THE FORD’S THEATRE DISASTER 





Awards Made by the Senate That the 
War Department Disapproves. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—There was an ac- 
cident about three years ago at the old 
Ford’s ‘Theatre, occupied by the Govern- 
ment as an office for the record and pension 
division of the War Department. Sever 
persons were killed and a small number 
were seriously injured. 

The accident occurred on Friday, and on 
the following Monday a report was required 
from those who were not too seriously in- 
jured to return to work. By and by claims 
for injuries inflicted began to accumulate, 
and they increased in number with the in- 
timation that the Congressional committee 
which was directed to investigate would 


award liberal sums in damages. The Sen- 
ate has just disposed of the report of the 
commission to provide for the death cases 
and the cases of those injured, and alto- 
gether about $150,000 has been appropriated 
to compensate the heirs of the dead or the 
injured persons for the losses incurred. 

After the Senate had made some wild 
allowances, a letter was produced from 
the War Department, from which it was 
sent with the approval of the Secretary of 
War, ged og J a number of the cases in 
which awards have been made as entirely 
without merit. A list of eleven names is 
given, with awards amounting to $20,250, 
which the Secretary gives his reasons for 
not approving at all. D. H. P. Brown, on 
whose account $5,000 is appropriated to his 
heirs in consequence of his death, worked 
without complaint of injury for ten months 
after the accident, and did not die until 
eighteen months after, in the meantime 
having been dismissed for misconduct. He 
wis @ man of notoriously intemperate hab- 
its. 
Ethelbert Baier, who is to have $2,500 if 
the award holds, worked from: immediately 
after the accident without complaint, and 
was not apparently injured. Charles P. 
Miller, for whom the Senate allows $3,500, 
is the clerk who was celebrated as receiving 
a pension of $72 a month for “total dis- 
ability,”” and who was yet employed in the 
Record ‘and Pension eaffice on a salary. 
There was reason to believe that whatever 
disability. he has since suffered from was 
incurred before June 9, 1803, and that on 
that occasion his injury was a slight one 
to a finger. 

The other cases enumerated were de- 
scribed particularly, and yet the Senate 
Committee gave away the money of the peo- 

le with recklessness. With such awards 
or accidents there might be danger that 
the buildings of the Government would be 
deliberately wrecked from time to time, in 
order to furnish employes with the chance 
to enjoy the luxury of getting something 
like pension money. 

Senator Faulkner, one of the Ford's The- 
atre Commission that passed upon the 
claims of alleged sufferers by the accident 
of June 9, 1893, complains of the produc- 
tion of the letter from the War epart- 
ment that makes some of the awards look 
like gratuities, but admits that the letter 
was before the. commission and was given 
‘‘due weight’’ in comparison with the rep- 
resentations of the claimants. A_ better 
way to complain of the letter would be to 
produce a statement to show that the as- 
sertions made by office comrades of the 
claimants are not true, and not that the 
Secretary of War has taken an unfair ad- 
vantage of the poor young things on the 
commission: who were veterans in legislative 
life years before the Secretary of War had 
ever seen Washington. Senator Faulkner 
is undoubtedly telling the truth when he 
says, not quite relevantly to thé subject 
of the letter by the Secretary of War, that 
all amendments to the awards were re- 
fused because if one -item had been in- 
creased Senators would clamor for the in- 
trease of other items. If it could be shown 
that the War Department is right in ob- 
jecting to eleven of the claims as unworthy, 
the Senator from West Virginia would be 
doing the country and the people of West 
Virginia a service by moving to strike out 
ail the items that look as if they were 
fraudulent.

LOOKING LIKE A MENDICANT. 


It Appears that the Man Whose Ill- 
Clad Figure Was Well Known in 
Union Square Had Quite a Fort- 
une—How Much Is Not Now Known 
—Those Who Will Benefit Under 
His Will and the Eccentricities of 
the Testator, 


He could have called himself Sir Richard 
Tighe, Irish baron, and he could have 
drawn his check for many thousands, but 
he preferred to drift to death in his nine- 
tieth year, the strangest figure that ever 
‘haunted Union Square, lean of person, with 


the face of a starveling, disheveled, al- 
most beggarly, as to clothing, secretive of 
information concerning himself, seldom ex- 
changing more than a dozen words at a 
time with a human being, and finding his 
sole pleasures in gazing by the hour at 
property he owned and in reading the 
newspapers. 

Such was Richard Tighe, the strange 
Irishman who died a month ago, almost 
alone in the only private dwelling house in 
Union Square. It was said of him yester- 
day that his seeming poverty was _eccen- 
tricity, and that his will disposed of near- 
ly $2,000,000. Whether that be truth time 
will tell. In three safe deposit companies 
his executrices—he named only women to 
administer his estate—found bundles of se- 
curities. Thete were bonds of the, New- 
York Central, Lake Shore, and other rail- 
roads, all gilt-edged bonds, from some of 
which coupons. had not been cut in ten 
years. 

The bundles seemed to represent a fortune 
far above $1,000,000. Those who found them 
must wait to learn their real value. Mrs. 
Walton C. Peckham of 31 Fifth Avenue, 
besides being an executrix, is the principal 
l@gatee named in the will, her portion be- 
ing fourteen shares. To a reporter for THE 
NEwW-YORK TIMES, who asked her last even- 
ing as to the value of Mr. Tighe’s estate, 
she said- 

** Nobody knows what it is worth. No- 
body has a right to find out yet. We found 
the lots of papers and bonds, but no com- 
putation of value has yet been made or 
can yet be made. 

We believe that the estate is a large 
one, but we don’t even know yet whether 
the securities are worth anything.” 

Is the figure in the neighborhood of a 
million?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘““We don’t know,’’ was the reply, 
simply belleve the estate is large. 
stories told about it are simply 
native.”’ 

Mr. Tighe’s will was made in 1884. The 
witnesses to it were patsey Warner, Presi- 
dent of the Institution for® the Savings of 
Merchants’ Clerks, 20 Union Square; Will- 
jam T. Lawrence, then Vice President of 
the sanfe institution, and now dead, and 
F. M. Hurlburt, cashier. The will gives no 
clue to the value of the property. 

It provides that all he owned should go 
to his wife, who was named as sole execu- 
trix in the event that she should survive 
him. Mrs. Tighe, who belonged to the well- 
known Stuyvesant family, died in 1891, and 
the provisional executrices are now in 
charge. 

They are Louise M. Peckham, 
Walton C. Peckham; Augusta S. Hoch- 
staetter, wife of William Hochstaetter 
and _Elien C. Goldschmidt, wife of Samue 
A, Goldschmidt. All three are relatives of 
Mr. Tighe’s wife. 

The will was as eccentric as was the 
man himself. He wrote it and had it wit- 
nessed in the Institution for the Savings of 
Merchants’ Clerks, whose President, Mr. 
Warner, had done for him many favors. 
Several of the bequests were marked in 
with a pencil. Mr, Tighe divided his prop- 
erty into 100 shares and for their distri- 
bution he provided as follows: 

To Harriet G. Davenport, wife of Theodore 
Davenport of Stamford, Conn., eight -shares, 

in remembrance of her care,and kindness to 
a beloved mother.’’ To Anna-Stephens, wife of 
Ichabod P. Stephens, four shares, -To Ellen C. 
Goldschmidt, wife of Samuel A. Goldschmidt, 
seven shares in trust, the income to be for the 
benefit of Frances Isabella Dowd, wife of Will- 
iam Dowd. To Augusta S, Hochgtaetter, ¢ight 
shares. To Louise M, Peckham, wife of Walton 
C. Peckham, fourteen shares. To Ellen C. C. 
Goldschmidt, for her own use, eight shares. 

The New-York Life Insurance and Trust Com- 
pany is made Trustee for six shares, the income 
to go to Howard Wainwright; six shares, the in- 
come to go to Stuyvesant Wainwright; six shares, 
the income to go to J. Mayhew Wainwright: 
fourteen shares, the income to go to Richard 
fighe Wainwright. These are all the children 
of J. Howard Wainwright and Margaret L. 
Wainwright. The will provides that in case 
either of the children dies having issue, the in- 
come shall go to sucn issue, C 
The Life Insurance and Trust Company is made 
Trustee of five more shares, the income to go 
to Henry Stuyvesant for life; seven shares are 
left in trust, the income to go to Gertrude C. 
Kearney, wife of Robert Kearney, and seven 
more, the income to go’to Margaret L. Calten, 
and in case of her death to be divided equally 
between the sons of Mr. Wainwright, 

Mrs, Tighe was the daughter of Robert 
J. Chesebrough, first President of the Ful- 
ton National Bank, and an aunt of Robert 
A. Chesebrough of 17 East Forty-fifth 
Street. Her will left all her fortune, which 
was moderate, to her husband. 

Andrew Warner, the venerable President 
of the Institution for the Savings of Mer- 
chants’ Clerks could scarcely remember 
that he had signed the will. 

“TI remember Mr, and Mrs, Tighe back 
these many years, He was eccentric, and 
for that matter{ so was she. She seemed 
to have a mania for making wills, and 
many a one I prepared for her. Every 
little while she would come around with a 
new one, but they all amounted to practi- 
cally the same eine, making her husband 
her legatee. I see, however, that .the first 
one she made, 1840, was the one that 
went through. 


“Mr. Tighe was a strange man always, 
but especially so after his wife died. Be- 
fore that he was almost the same shabby, 
begganly figure that became so well known 
around Union Square, but he took one 
pleasure outside the humdrum of his gen- 
eral existence. 

“He kept a fine team of horsés, and it 
was an odd sight to see him, in his garb 
of poverty, riding with his wife behind that 
pair of dasning animals. I see that in his 
will he remembered his old coachman. 

“To few men would he ever talk. Peo- 
ple who took an interest in his woe- 
begoneness would often stop him on the 
Street, but beyond a word or two, he 
would have nothing to any to them. To 
me he would always talk, but never about 
himself. He did a little business with us 
and, as I told you, I did a few favors for 
himself and his wife. He was a cultured 
man, but what intellectuality he had was 
devoted entirely to his own brooding pleas- 
ure.”’

“TIT thought he was a ‘bum,’”’ said Park 
Policeman Stephen Frahn, who is on duty 
in the afternoon. ‘‘ He used to sit on that 
bench over there in the shade by the hour. 
He looked as though he hadn’t a cent in 
the world. His clothes made you wonder 
how they hung together. I never saw him 
talk to a man move tahun a second or two, 
but one man and ‘Bill, here can tell you 
about that.’ 

“ Bill” is William Halpin, a park em- 
ploye, and he knows many interesting 
things about the man who as a pauper 
contemplated his owi riches. 

“Over gon that saat he used to sit,’’ said 
Mr, Halpin, jerking his thumb in the direc- 
tion of a seat neur the northeast corner, 
“‘He’d sit there mooning for hours, but I 
noticed he always Kept his eyes ‘turned 
toward the house where he lived, near Sev- 
enteenth Street, and the whole block. They 
say he owned the most of it. 

“ He was a queer-looking man. He looked 
played out and hungry. In Winter time, the 
coldest days, I’ve seen him with Summer 
clothes on. They say he wore a tall hat, 
but I never saw it. He generally had on a 
hard-looking Alpine or a worse-looking Der- 
by. His pants were light, and didn’t get 
as far as his ankles, and he wore low 
shoes. There wasn’t much heat, either, tn 
his coat—a hard-looking, almost worn-out, 
square-cut thing, 

“Talk to anybody? Well, a word or two 
once in a while to thuse that spoke first to 
him. There was one man, though, that 
could draw him out—an old chap named 
Churchill that used to come around once 
in a while. Churchill was a, regular old- 
timer, and when they got together I guess 
it was a case of a pair of them. Churchill 
is about eighty-five, and Tighe must have 
been about ninety. Churchill knew all! 
about New-York from 1807, and what I’ve 
heard dropped when I’ve been near them. 
makes me think that old times was what 
they used to talk about mostly.” 

The Society Library, in University_ Place, 
between Twelfth and Thirteenth Streets, 
was just as regular a haunt of the strange 
old man as was the park. 

“He was a shareholder,” said W. M.

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THE TARIFF ON ALCOHOL 





REPEAL OF THE SECTION PROVID- 
ING FOR A REFUND OF DUTIES. 


Claims for Millions of Dosluirs Made 
on the Treasury Under This Pro- 
vision—No Doubt that the Presi- 
dent, Who Now Has the Repeal 
Bill, Will Sign It—The Revenue 
of the Treasury Will Be Increased 
Greatly, 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Senate to-day 
passed without amendment/ the bill to 
repeal that section of the existing tariff 
law which provides for a rebate of the tax 


paid on alcohol used in the arts and in 
medical preparations. 

In the discussion it was stated that the 
Treasury department had not been able to 
establish rules and regulations to carry 
out the section; that rebates had not been 
paid, and that consequently claims for 
restitution are’ being piled up in the Treas- 
ury to the amount of $10,000,000 a year. 
The bill as passed also provides for a com- 
mission to consider the whole question. 
The bill has gone to the White House, and 
it is assumed that it will receive the ap- 
proval of the President. 

Internal Revenue Commissioner Miller 
says the repeal of the section of the Tariff 
bill providing for free alcohol used in the 
arts and for medicinal purposes will have 
the effect of increasing the net income 
from internal revenue sources $10,000,000 a 
year. There are now pending suits against 
the United States for $15,000,0y0 for alcohol 
used since the passage of the Wilson Tariff 
bill, and which the Treasury refused to re- 
fund, as provided by that section. The 
Government has taken the position that it 
was impossible to draft regulations to 
carry that section into effect and at the 
same time to protect the interests of the 
Treasury. 

In the meanlime manufacturers of me- 
dicinal compounds and those who use alco- 
hol in the arts have been using duty-paid 
alcohol and keeping their own accounts 
and demanding a refund of the amount 
paid, which the Treasury has uniformly re- 
fused to refund, alleging as a reason that 
the Treasury had provided no regulations 
to determine the quantity used, and could 
not take the unofficial or ex parte state- 
ments of interested parties of the quantity 
of alcohol so used. 





AN ELECTION CASE SHELVED. 


Filibustering in the House to Prevent 
Final Action. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The contested elec- 
tion case of Johnston (Rep.) vs. Stokes, 
(Dem.,) from the Seventh District of South 
Carolina, which had been under debate in 
the House three days, reached a vote this 
afternoon, but was not finally disposed of, 
owing to ‘the dilatory tactics of the advo- 
é¢ates of the contestant’s claim to the seat, 
his right to it being approved by a mi- 
nority of the Committee on Elections No. 


8, which considered the case. By a vote of 
105 to 95 the House refused to substitute 
the resolutions reported by the minority 
declaring Johnston elected and entitled to 
the seat, and Stokes not elected and not en- 
titled to the seat, for those of the ma- 
jority, to the directly contrary effect. On 
the resolution of the majority declaring 
Johnston not elected the vote was 103 yeas, 
99 nays, and, in order to postpone further 
action until there.was a larger attendance, 
the friends of Johnston resorted to filibus- 
tering tactics and so exhausted the session. 

The presentation of the conference report 
on the Naval Appropriation bill by Mr. 
Boutelle (Rep., Me.,) put an end to the fili- 
bustering, but it effected the same result 
and shelved the election case until next 
week. The conference report was agreed to 
and a further conference ordered on the 
items still in dispute. 


Congressional Doings. 


—The House Commerce Committee has 
ordered a favorable report on a bill authorizing 
the Postmaster General, in his discretion, to 
contract with the Pacific Cable Company of New- 
York for the construction of a cable between the 
United States, Hawaii, Japan, and China, via the 
Midway Islands. This is the company of 
which James A. Scrymser if New-York is 
President. The bill gives the company a subsidy 
of not exceeding $100,000 a year for twenty 
years. During this period Government telegrams 
are to be transmitted free. The right of way for 
Government telegrams, for all time, is reserved. 


—In the Senate yesterday Mr. Morgan 
introdyced a bill making it a felony for an officer 
or stockholder of a National bank to enter into 
an agreement with another person to bring about 
any restriction of the current circulation or any 
diminution of the volume of the lawful money of 
the United States or to refuse payment to any 
depositor in a National bank in lawful money 
in any sum due, for the purpose of decreasing 
the volume or preventing its being put into circula- 
tion. A penalty consisting of a fine of $1,000 or 
imprisonment from one to five years is provided, 


—President Cleveland returned to the 
House yesterday, without his approval, a bill 
directing the payment of an Indian war bond, 
issued in 1856, for the sum of $500, now owned 
by W. H. Mahoney of California. In the course 
of the changes of ownership of the bond, the 
indorsement of one of the owners Was omitted. 
Because of this defect the Treasury officials de- 
clined to pay it, and to cure the defect the 
bill in question was passed, 

—The House Committee on Public Lands 
by a vote of 7 to 1, has decided to recommend 
to the House that it pass, over the veto of the 
President, the bill changing the fees of regis- 
ters and receivers of land offices for taking de- 
positions from 15 cents to 10 cents a hundred 
words. 

—The Senate agreed yesterday that a 
vote should be taken next Tuesday on the Pro- 
hibitory Bond bill. 


GRANVILLE WOODS WANTS HIS WIFE 





He Sues the Man in Whose Family 
She Works for Damages. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 29.—Granville 
F. Woods, who is said to be one of the best- 
known colored men in New-York, has sued 
Warren F. Spaulding, a wealthy resident of 
Poughkeepsie, for $5,000 damages, claiming 
that Spaulding is detaining his wife at his 
home and preventing her from joining him. 
Woods is said to have invented and pat- 
ented over thirty eleetrical appliances, and 
his picture and biography have been pub- 
lished in a number of magazines. 

Early this month Mr. Spaulding procured 
a colored servant named Susie Elizabeth 
Woods through what is known as the 
Stringham Agency, in New-York City. Liz- 
zie,-as she is called, is a comely colored 
girl of about twenty-five years. She told 


her employers that she was married and 
that her husband’s name was Granville F. 
Woods, an inventor. Lizzie soon began to 
receive letters and télegrams signed by + 
Woods, wanting her to join him in New- 
York. One day Woods appeared at Spauld- 
ing’s house and had a stormy interview 
with his wife. Lizzie refused to away 
with him, whereat the negro said to Mr. 
Spaulding: 

“I demand that you. discharge this wo- 
man and send her out of your house.” 

“Tf the woman is your wife,’ said Mr. 
Spaulding, “you may take her, if she 
wants to go, but I cannot discharge: the 
girl, as she does her work well.”

Oregon Improvement Company’s Plan 
of Reorganization. 


John I. Waterbury, T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
Jr., E. Rollins Morse, Edwin 8. Hooley, and 
Jules S. Bache, forming the Oregon Im- 
provement Reorganization Committee, have 
formulated a plan of reorganization which 
was submitted to the security holders yes- 
terday. 

The plan provides for the issue of the fol- 
lowing new securities: First mortgage

stock, $5,000,000; common. stock, $9,000,-

SAYS M’KINLEY PRAISED HIM. 


Bit of Polities at the Reception to 
the Colored Bishop, W. B, Derrick. 


The reception to Bishop William B. Der- 
rick of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, which was held in Bethel Church, 
in West Twenty-fifth Street, near Eighth 
Avenue, last night, was not made alto- 
gether a political affair, as it was thought 
it might be, though one of the speakers 
informed Bishop Derrick that William Mc- 
Kinley of Ghio was his friend, and had in- 
quired after his health. 

The faint applause with which Major 
McKinley’s name was greeted showed that 
the congregation was not inclined to heara 
political harangue. 

Bethel Church was crowded with repre- 
sentative colored men and women, and 
the choirs of two other churches united 
to do honor to the guest of the evening. 
The pulpit was handsomely decorated with 
roses and palms, and in the centre was an 
immense Bishop’s chair, hidden beneath 
roses. Across the top in immortelles was 
the inscription, * Fearless,. Eloquent, 
Stanch.”’ 

The Rev. W. T. Dixon -of Brooklyn pre- 
sided, and introduced the ‘speakers, of 
whom there were fourteen, and each spoke 
from five .to fifteen minutes. All paid 
glowing tribute to the character and in- 
fluence of Bishop Derrick. 

“You will be glad to know,” said the 
Rev. Ernest Lyon, ‘‘ that in conversation 
with ex-Gov. McKinley recently one of the 
men whom he affectionately inquired after 
was W. B. Derrick. It was a compliment 
to the race by that distinguished man, who 
‘said to me: ‘ Your race includes the fore- 
most citizens of this Republic, and your 
race has contributed to this country some 
of the best men within its confines, and it 
will please you to know that W. B. Der- 
rick is one of them.” 

T. McCants Stewart, on behalf of the 
women of the Loyal Union, presented Bish- 
op Derrick with a black. robe, which the 
Bishop donned, and then made'an extensive 
address, devoted mainly to the work of the 
African Methodist iscopal Church.

TRIAL HEATS IN THE INTERCOLLE- 
GIATE ASSOCIATION MEET. 


Finals to be Decided on Manhattan

The trial heats in the college games yes- 
terday at Manhattan Field were not very 
interesting, and attracted very few to the 
grounds.

SULKY CAMPAIGN OPENED. 


Cyclone Wilkes, Ida Jefferson, 
Newsboy Win at Parkway. 


and 


Though there has been an unusual amount of 
sport with the light-harness steppers at both the 
local trotting tracks this month, the regular cam- 
paign for the suikies in this vicinity did not 
begin till yesterday. The season for the pro- 
fessional reinsmen opened auspiciously at the 
grounds of the Parkway Driving Club, at 
Gravesend. There were three lively contests, two 
of them extending over nine heats, and inciden- 
tally a couple of trotters entered the 2:30 list. 

Very much {ike its first venture with the inter- 
club wagon races four weeks ago, the trim half- 
mile course on the Ocean Parkway had another 
run-in with the weather clerk. The dashing 
storm of Thursday changed the firm, dry sur- 
face, that had been so carefully prepared, to 
one that was ankle deep in mud. The excellent 
drainage soon got rid of the water, and an extra 
crew of men, put on early next morning, took 


full advantage of the welcome sunshine, and 
the footing, though a trifle dead, was much 
better than the trainers expected. By 2 P. M. 
the clubhouse stoop and veranda were pretty 
well filled, and the grandstand, near by, held a 
smaller crowd that was chiefly on speculation 
bent, Three or four bookmakers, including A. 
J. Welch, who has made a snug fortune in this 
line,’ stood ready to accommodate any one whose 
credit was good. 

e talent landed two favorites, and also hit 
the bookies pretty hard on the first class for 2:50 
trotters, in which they laid 5 to 1 against Cy- 
clone Wilkes before he was uncovered in the sec- 
ond heat. Even then Sage P., the only member 
of the field able to give the winner a race, stopped 
his march to victory in the third heat, and 
struggle gamely with him for two more miles. 
Cyclone Wilkes had no record till yesterday, 
when he first scored 2:30%, and soon after 
dropped down to 2:27%. He is seven years old 
and is owned by Robert O’Berry of Brooklyn, 
who sent him to Arnold this Spring. The rest 
of the field in this contest did fairly well until 
the clip became several seconds faster in the 
third heat, and then all of them failed to save 
their @istance. 

The fast work done at the Parkway track by 
Duplex made him the tip for the 2:26 trot, but 
the money that went in on Ida Jefferson soon 
changed the odds, and she was quoted at § to 5. 
Young Phillips, whose father, John H. Phillips, 
was a noted reinsman, handled the black mare 
with good judgment, and had the field of eight 
at his mercy from the start. He moved from 
eighth to third place in the second quarter of 
the first heat, and trailing Duplex from the turn 
on the second lap sent Ida just fast enough 
down the stretch to nip the bay gelding by a 
head in 2:25. This reduced the mare’s record 
two seconds, and she had an easier time in the 
next two heats. W. C. Daly, the running turf- 
man who owns Ida Jefferson, was in high feather 
over her clever victory. 

“‘The best of it is,’’ said ‘‘ Father Bill,”” as 
he drove his famous artificial leg down. in the 
soft soil of the lawn in front of the clubhouse, to 
emphasize his remarks, ‘‘ that Mrs, Daly did all 
the trainin’ for this race. She has driven Ida 
to my bicycle wagon and got her in shape to bate 
a@ pretty good lot this afternoon.’’ 

The sweepstakes for three of Brooklyn’s crack 
pacers caused more money to change hands than 
the other two events put together. Newsboy was 
the favorite, at 6 to 5, and the dun gelding pulled 
off the three-cornered battle without much 
trouble. None of the trio had any speed worthy 
of their records in the first heats, and all made 
tangled breaks. They got unlimbered after a 
pipe-opener in 2:24, with Newsboy about seventy 
yards in the lead, and put in each succeeding 
mile at a more tively gait. After winning the 
sécond heat by a good margin in 2:23 Newsboy 
was carried to a break near the wire in the 
third. one by Roscoe. Both geldings landed on a 
run in 2:20%, and the judges gave first place to 
Touch Me Not, who was four lengths back, but 
going level. This reverse for the favorite stirred 
up the excitement again, and there were predic- 
tions that Newsboy was done for. He upset all 
the prophesises by outfooting Touch Me Not on 
the backstretch in the fourth heat, and opening 
quite a gap stalled off Roscoe’s last challenge 
down the stretch, ending the race in 2:20. 

Arthur Benson did the starting. Just before 
the pacing contest began William French, a 
member of the Parkway Club, attempted to mo- 
nopolize the track with his trotter hitched to a 
road cart. For this breach of turf etiquette the 
pugnacious member was fined $1

THE PRESIDENT’S VETO MESSAGE. 

The revenue of the Government, as 
provided by acts of Congress, is not 
sufficient to meet the current expendi- 
tures, required also by acts of Congress 
which call for the payment of money out 
of the Treasury for various purposes. 
Congress has declined to increase the 
revenue by new legislation. One branch, 
the Senate, has repeatedly refused even 
to consider any legislative project for the 
enlargement of the Treasury’s receipts. 
It is notoridus, moreover, that the Senate 
has recently increased by great additions 
the sums specified in the general appro- 
priation bills when they were passed by 
the House. 

Therefore it has come about that the 
appropriations for which Congress has 
voted at this session exceed $520,000,- 
000, which is a larger sum than has been 
appropriated during the first or long 
session of any other Congress. In addi- 
tion, the legislation of this session in- 
cludes contracts calling for the expendi- 
ture of more than $90,000,000 during the 
next two or three years. And the Senate 
has taken up, by an ominous majority 
and is considering, a bill which 
practically forbids the executive branch 
of the Government to borrow any money 
which may be needed to uphold the Na- 


vote, 


tional credit! 

Congress passed and sent to the Presi- 
dent a few days ago a River and Har- 
bor bill calling for the immediate ex- 
penditure of nearly $14,000,000, (in addi- 
tion to more than $3,000,000 already ap- 
propriated in another bill,) and authoriz- 
ing contracts requiring the expenditure 
of $62,000,000 more. This bill the Presi- 
dent vetoed yesterday. Although he must 
have been tempted to express very em- 
phatically his disapproval of the conduct 
of has largely in- 
creased expenditures by extravagant ap- 
propriations, has refused to provide the 
additional income which such appropria- 
tions require, and is discussing a bill 
forbidding him to borrow what the Goy- 
ernment may need, his message is quite 
moderate in tone, although it is compre- 
hensive in its treatment of the objec- 
tions which should prevent the enact- 
ment of such a measure. 

In all River and Harbor bills good and 
bad appropriations are thrown in togeth- 
er, the good ones carrying those which 
ought not to be made. It sometimes 
happens that the commendable appropri- 
ations are so numerous and of so much 
importance that a President does not feel 
justified in attempting to prevent the 
objectionable expenditures by expressing 
his disapproval of the bill as a whole. In 
this instance, however, the unworthy proj- 
ects appear to furnish ample ground for 
disapproval, while the contract »obliga- 
tions, in view of the condition of the 
Treasury and the attitude of Congress, are 
sufficient in themselves to warrant the 
use of the veto power. The President 
remarks that “many” of the projects 
-“are not related to the public welfare,’; 
that “ many are palpably for the benefit 
of limited localities or\in aid of individ- 
ual interests”; that some “have been 
entered upon without the approval or 
against the objections of the examining 
engineers,” and that provision is made 
for “new experiments” with respect to 
‘others upon which “millions of dollars ” 
have been unwisely expended. Moreover, 
the bill appropriates public money for 
work “ which private parties have actu- 
ally agreed with the Government to do” 
at their own expense, because they oc~ 
cupy public property which would be 
affected. 

These are weighty objections. There 
is added the not less important objec- 
tion that the bill is “so extravagant as 
to be especially unsuited to these times 
of depressed business and resulting dis- 
appointment in Government revenue.” 
We direct attention to the following 
words at the conclusion of the message:

would create obligations of the United 
States, amounting to $62,000,000, no less 
binding than its bonds for that sum.” 
The Senate should make these words 
the subject of thoughtful consideration, 
if that legislative body be capable of 
indulging in such mental exercise. The 
Senate has extravagantly enlarged all 
the appropriations: it has refused to in- 
crease the inadequate revenue; and im- 
mediately after it had swollen the con- 
tract requirements of this bill until they 
amounted to $62,000,000, it took up for 
discussion, by a vote of 34 to 20, the 
crazy Repudiation bill of BuT.umerR the 
Populist, which would practically forbia 
the President to borrow money for the 
payment of these contract debts or the 
discharge of any other similar obliga- 


tions.

THE McKINLEY “ ISSUB.” 

In its leading editorial of yesterday 
morning ‘our McKinley contemporary, 
The Tribune, said: 

“It is an amusing circumstance that 
THE New-YORK Times sent with praise- 
worthy enterprise to people in each of the 
States to find out and tell what ‘ the issue’ 
was there, and in their minds, and practi- 
cally all reported that people were think- 
ing and acting and going to Vote about the 
tariff question, but the next day the same 
paper calmly repeated its familiar asser- 
tion that the money question was and 
must be ‘the issue.’ ” 

So it is and so it will be. The Repub- 
lican Party is so wedded to the policy. 
and practice of protection that it pro- 
poses to nominate for President WiLL- 
IAM McKINLEY, notwithstanding the 
dangerous views he is known to enter- 
tain on the subject of silver. He will 
be a high-tariff candidate. His identifi- 
cation with the last Republican Tariff 
act will presumably evoke the enthusi- 
asm of the masses of the party. That 
is enough for the leaders. Knowing him 
to be perfectly sound on the tariff, in 
their sense of the term, they are willing 
to run all sorts of reckless risks in regard 
to the currency. 

Within thirty days after the nomina- 
tion of McKINLEY they will discover 
that, in spite of them, finance and not 
the tariff will be the issue. Tariff laws 
pertain to the making of money. Silver 
free coinage deals with the very nature 
of money. Both these issues are pre- 
sented in the person of WILLIAM Mc- 
KINLEY. The common sense of the 
American people will instantly deter- 
mine which is paramount. 

How would it benefit either the manu- 
facturer or the laborer to pass a law 
augmenting the gains of one and the 
wages of the other if concurrently an- 
other law were passed depriving the 
money gained and earned of half its 
purchasing power? 

Two aspects of the candidacy of Mc- 
KINLEY are already distinctly recog- 
nized. One is that, if elected, he will 
not veto a free-coinage bill if one should 
be placed on his desk. The second is 
that the Republicans can enact no tariff 
measure unless they pay the price de- 
manded by the silver Senators. That 
price is a bill for the free coinage of 
silver. 

Mr. McKINLeEy’s election may give to the 
country a new and higher tariff. But, if 
so, it will also give to the country the 
calamity of free, unlimited, independent 
coinage of silver. That is immeasurably 
the greater of the two issues his nomi- 
nation will present. It will be the domi- 
nant issue of the campaign.

SLOW PROGRESS OF SCHOOL RE- 
FORM, 

When the Committee of Seventy was 

conducting its campaign for municipal re- 
form in the Autumn of 1894 one of the 
needs upon which particular stress was 
laid was the elevation and improvement 
of the public-school system of the city. 
A specially qualified sub-committee de- 
voted its attention to the subject, and 
made clear the shortcomings of our De- 
partment of Education and the causes 
of it, and when the election seemed to 
have made clear the ground for a thor- 
oughgoing reform, a bill was carefully 
prepared and submitted to the Legislat- 
ure for'enactment which would have laid 
the foundation for a better system. 
We all know how little reform was to 
be got out of the Legislature of 1895, 
and, of course, the committee’s bill was 
defeated at that session. But the thing 
most needed next to a new law was a 
new Board of Education. The old board 
was part of the thing that needed ref- 
ormation. In its existing composition it 
was a product of the old order of things 
and was wedded to it, and it was in- 
fected with the petty ways and narrow 
views fostered by the system in which 
the Ward Trustees formed so many 
points of contact between the Board of 
Education and local politics. The Mayor 
received authority to remove the heads 
of departments during the first six 
months of his term, and might have 
given us a new Board of Education in 
sympathy with enlightened and pro- 
gressive methods, but he failed to real- 
ize the importance of such a step, and 
let the opportunity pass. The result is 
that about two-thirds of the present 
board are a heritage of the Tammany 
régime. 

If the right kind of a Board of Educa- 


tion had been constituted. last year, we 


should have had no difficulty with school 
reform this year. Instead of hinderirig 
and trying to defeat legislation abolish- 
ing the Trustees and concentrating pow- 
er and responsibility with a view to 
bringing our system of instruction up 
to the highest level, it would have used 
its influence in behalf of the movement, 
and made eits success easier and more 
complete. It would have shown alacrity 
and zeal in carrying out the purpose of 
the law, and would have been the first 
to seek for the important office of Su- 
perintendent of Schools the most thor- 
oughly equipped organizer and adminis- 
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would have been enough to insure his 
prompt election. 

But two-thirds of the Board of Edu- 
cation was a dead weight upon the cause 
of school reform. Its influence was ex- 
erted against the needed legislation, and, 
of course, it is not anxious to have it 
vindicated by success, Next to the old 
Board of Education, perhaps even more 
than the old board, the obstacle to prog- 
ress in school administration was the old 
Superintendent. ‘He was more closely 
identified with the old methods and more 
besotted with them than any other living 
person. He had resisted every effort for 
a change, ‘and was of all men the least 
qualified to give effect to the purpose of 
the new law. The action of the board in 
obstinately persisting in the retention of 
the Superintendent and the sympathy 
openly displayed by many of the teach- 
ers only show still more emphatically 
the deplorably low level to which the 
whole system had sunk, and how neces- 
sary it was to rescue it from the dead- 
ening effects of the motives and methods 
that had come to prevail. The course of 
the Board of Education in the last two 
weeks has been very enlightening to this 
community. 

The progress of school reform has thus 
far been slow, but the resistance it has 
met with has directed attention to it and 
aroused interest in it as nothing else 
could have done. It will make it a mat- 
ter of special moment in preparing the 
charter of the Greater New-York, and of 
the highest significance in the legisla- 
tion of next Winter. The unfortunate 
thirteen who constitute the ruling ma- 
jority of the present Board of Education 
will not be permitted long to baffle the 
determination of the intelligence and 
moral sense of this community to have 
the best means of educating the rising 
generation that experience and money 
can provide.

WISK PROHIBITIONISTS. 

Singleness of purpose is the mainstay 
of the Prohibitionists. They have a suf- 
mie “issue’’ in their desire to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of alco- 
holic drink. The worldly wise may dis- 
sent from their choice of methods. Men 
of experience may protest that absolute 
prohibition is unattainable. But every 
right-thinking human being respects 
them for their sincerity, and admits the 
beneficence of their real aim, which is 
the promotion of the happiness of man- 
kind by the diminution of the sum of its 
misery. 

The Prohibitionists added to their title 
to the world’s respect by their stout re- 
sistance to the legion of cranks and ho- 
boes who beset them in their convention 
at. Pittsburg. They would have damaged 
irreparably their party standing had they 
engrafted free coinage, the income tax, 
Socialism, and other degradations upon 
their simple and justifying moral issue. 

The Prohibitionists are stronger and 
healthier for the bolting of Sr. JoHN 
and his motley throng. Let them stick 
to their text.

THE SHERMAN STATUE. 


The award of the commission for a 
statue to Gen. SHERMAN is one of the 
most discreditable events even in the an- 
nals of the public art of the United States. 
It shows, indeed, the same self-compla- 
cent ignorance that is apt to character, 
ize the artistic undertakings of Congress. 
But it contains besides a very distinct 
suggestion of trickery and false pre- 
tenses. 

The design of the monument for the 
erection of which Congress had voted 
$50,000 was assigned to a committee of 
the Army of the Tennessee, of which, 
quite naturally, no member has any 
standing as a judge of works of art. The 
committee seemed to be aware of its own 
incompetency in .this respect, for in ar- 
ranging the terms‘of a competition it an- 
nounced that it wouid be assisted in its 
decision by expert advice, and it did in- 
voke upon the results of the first compe- 
tition the advice of the National Sculp- 
ture Society. In some instances the prom- 
ise of a competent judgment induced 
sculptors to enter the competition who 
would never have dreamed of undertak- 
ing works to be submitted to the igno- 
rant decision of the committee of the 
Army of the Tennessee. Four prizes & 
$1,000 each were promised to the com- 
petitors whose works were ranked first, 
and to the selected one of these was as- 
sured the honor and profit of executing 
the statue. The National ‘Sculpture So- 
ciety accepted the invitation for its judg- 
ment in a spirit of seriousness and re- 
sponsibility and appointed a committee 
of sculptors and architects, of whom the 
sculptors were Messrs. J. Q. A. WARD, 
AuGcustus St. GaupENs, OLIN L. WAR- 
NER, and DANIEL C. FRENCH. This was 
not only a competent tribunal, but most 
persons who know‘anything of the mat- 
ter would agree that it Was precisely the 
most competent tribunal that could be 
formed in this country. No competent 
sculptor would hesitate to submit his 
work to it in full confidence that it would 
be appreciated. The notion that, up@n a 
question of a worthy sculptural com- 
memoration of Gen. SHERMAN, these men 
might possibly be wrong, and Gen. DopGE 
and Congressman HENDERSON and Col. 
Cops and the other members of the com- 
mittee of the Army of the Tennessee 
might possibly be right, is merely ludi- 
crous. 

This commission of artists found that 
two of the sketches submitted were 80 
clearly above the rest in merit that they 
recommended that the authors of these 
two should be invited to submit more de- 
tailed sketches of the equestrian figure. 
Inasmuch, however, as the committee had 
promised four prizes, it recommended the 
authors of the two designs next in nferit 
for these, though it did: not think highly 
enough of them to recommend their au- 
) thors for the final competition. 
thereupon 
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it Is charitable to assume was mere igno- 
rance, They accepted the recommenda- 
tion of their expert advisers so far as, 
concerned the two designs placed first. 
The third and fourth they ignored, sub- 
stituting the authors of two other designs 
which the experts had ignored, bestow- 
ing the prizes upon these and inviting 
them to the final competition, in which 
they ordered that the four designs should 
be shown upon the preposterous scale of 
one-sixth of the full size. For this final 
competition they ignored altogether the 
professional advisers whose aid they had 
first invoked and by whose knowledge 
they had promised the competitors that 
their own ignorance should be corrected. 
The outcomeaof this final competition is 
the selection of a sculptor whose design 
was not even ranked among the first four 
by the men who were competent to as- 
sign its proper place. 

The gross discourtesy shown to the 
Sculpture Society in this remarkable 
transaction is part of the presumption 
that goes with complete ignorance. But 
there is more than that in the case. By 
soliciting expert aid to their judgment 
the members of the committee admitted 
that they were not fit to judge. By ig- 
noring the advice they received they 
showed either that they had recovered 
the presumption of their ignorance or 
else that they had determined to choose 
a certain design, irrespective of its mer- 
its, and had only asked for professional 
advice in the hope that it would sanction 
their purpos®. Their decision means that 
$50,000 of the public money is to be 
thrown away upon a statue which is nei- 
ther the best nor the second best nor the 
third best nor the fourth best that the 
public might have had for its money. 
There ought to be some way of prevent- 
ing the consummation of such an out- 
rage. 

MORE THAN A THOUSAND NEW LAWS 

Yesterday Gov. Morton finished the 
task of disposing of the bills left in his 
hands on the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature, with the result that 1,003 have 
been added to the wilderness of statutes 
in which the law is concealed in this 
State. Of these, or considerably 
more than half, were signed by the Gov- 
ernor in the last thirty days, and de- 
pended entirely upon him for final en- 
actment, and he left nearly two hundred 
to perish which had gone through the 
processes of legislation in both houses. 
When we consider that the 774 bills with 
which he had to deal must all have 
reached their final passage within ten 
days before the close of the session, we 
have some idea of the appalling heedless- 
ness with which the bulk of our State 
legislation is done. 

Nothing is done to cure this evil of 
careless and voluminous legislation. By 
far the greater number of the bilils 
passed were purely local measures. A 
multitude of them dealt with affairs in 
cities which should be regulated by local 
authority under general laws. Two ses- 
sions of the Legislature have 
since the Constitution classified cities for 
the very purpose, of having their af- 
fairs administered so far as possible 
under general laws, but absolutely noth- 
ing has been done toward accomplishing 
that purpose, while the pestilent tinker- 
ing of charters by special acts has grown 
worse than ever. 

If some decent measure of home ruie 
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were granted to cities under general laws 
for the government of those of each class, 
pretty nearly half the special legislation 
which now takes up so much time and 
which is quite as apt to be harmful as 
helpful would be dispensed with. Some 
rational method of dealing with what 
would remain of private and local bills, 
such aS was recommended by the com- 
mission appointed last year, would bring 
that kind of legislation within moderate 
compass and confine it to what was use- 
ful. 

With thé present enormous bulk of 
enactments turned out year by year, no- 
body can know what the law is, and the 
mass is sure to be full of crudities and 
inconsistencies with which no process of 
revision can keep up. This perpetual 
eruption of statutes on the body politic 
is a sign of disease, and not of healthy 


vitality. 
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SOFT COAL FOR CANADA. 

When it was proposed that soft or bi- 
tuminous coal should be put on the free 
list, two years ago, there was a great 
outcry in the protectionist camp about 
the “flood” of soft,coal which would 
be imported from the Canadian mines 
on the island of Cape Breton. The truth 
was that this country had for years been 
exporting large quantities of soft coal to 
Canada, our producers of such coal un- 
dérselling the owners of the Canadfan 
mines in their own country. 

We now learn from a Philadelphia pa- 
per that contracts have been signed for 
the shipment of considerable quantities 
of Pennsylvania soft coal from Philadel- 
phia by whaleback steamer to Montreal 
by way of the St. Lawrence River, a 
journey of nearly 2,000 miles. The Cape 
Breton mines are much nearer to Mont- 
real by this route than Philadelphia is; 
indeed, the steamer must pags within a 
few miles of them; but in spite of this 
disadvantage in the matter of distance 
and transportation the Pennsylvania soft 
coal is going up the river, to, be sold 
without the protection afforded by our 
tariff and even under the additional 
handicap of a Canadian duty. 

We have pvinted out heretofore that 
nearly all the soft coal imported into 
this country is brought to the Pacific 
States from British Columbia, Australia, 
and Japan, for the reason that manufact- 
urers on the Pacific slope have not been 
able to obtain good soft coal in their 
own States. The imports during the last 
fiscal year were 1,260,109 tons, (about 1 
per cent. of the domestic output,) of 
which 995,327 tons (including 721,174 
from British Columbia, 262,384 from Aus- 
tralia, and 11,769 from Japan) were 

in at Pacific ports. On the other 
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| hand, we exported to Quebec and Onta- 
rio 1,679,754 tons of similar coal. 

The duty on soft coal is a tax on the 
raw material of manufacturers in the 
Pacific States. Do the owners of Eastern 
mines, who sell more than’ $3,000,000 
worth of soft coal in Canada ‘every year 
need this impost for their own protection 
against imports of coal from the same 


country? 
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The Engineering Record renews its ad- 
vocacy of rapid transit roads on viaducts 
built‘ through the blocks. But to meet 
immediate needs and as ‘“‘a temporary 
makeshift,” it thinks it might be well to 
effect ‘‘an arrangement with the elevated 
roads looking to an extension of their fa- 
cilities.” The Manhattan people want to 
extend their “ facilities’”’ alk over town, 
lengthwise and crosswise and throughout 
the new territory of the north end. Does 
The Engineering Record imagine that 
after Messrs. Goutp and SAGE had ob- 
tained cross-town connections with the 
ferries they would welcome the proposi- 
tion to build viaduct roads crossing their 
lines? The viaduct system will be enor- 
mously costly. Will capital be more read- 
iiy attracted to it by creating facilities 
giving to the elevated roads a large part 
of the patronage it must secure in order to 
pay? 


COLUMBIA BOYS BURN LEGENDRE. 


Have a Parade Under Police Escort 
and Makea Lot of Noise. 


Columbia College class of ’98 burned Le- 
gendre itself and a dummy professor of 
Legendre in a lot at Sixty-ninth Street and 
First Avenue last night; and by means of 
a band, independent horns, and _ their 
throats, they made a lot of noise in the 
campus and on Madison Avenue, Forty- 
third Street, Fifth Avenue, and Sixty-ninth 
Street. 

Only one fantastic figure paraded, a stu- 
dent ‘‘ blacked up’”’ and wearing a striped 
suit. The suit was nearly covered by a 
long black ulster, however, and the figure 
was not so very fantastic after all. 

Acting Chief Conlin had, during the day, 
told the applicants for a parade permit 
that they could have it only on condition 
that they did not wear gowns or cowls or 
carry flambeaux or a coffin. They were 
to be allowed to carry only transparencies. 

They did carry a coffin, however, or what 
might have been taken for a coffin. But 


the police who accompanied them through 
the streets evidently decidedg to regard it 
as an old black box, and it made the en+ 
tire journey on the shoulders of four stout 
young revelers. 

On their own grounds, though, a few ot 
them wore fantastic costumes, with im- 
punity, and a big crowd on Fiftieth Street 
laughed at the antics of the wearers. There 
was a platform in the campus lighted by 
torches, and on this one noble Roman in 
a bath-robe toga and with bare arms and 
a plug hat, and another, a red-headed one 
in a Mother Hubband, delivered tirades 
against the dummy professor, which hung 
limply over the platform railing. There 
were two monks, a scarlet devil, and a 
student whose black cloak was covered with 
skulls and crossbones. These four carried 
the ‘coffin’? around the platform to the 
music of a dead march. Red and white 
lights, that gave out,an wdor similar to the 
eggs that® occasionally greeted the orators, 
were burned. 

After the ceremonies in the campus, the 
students formed on Fiftieth Street, and, 
headed by ten transparencies spelling, when 
their bearers were in their right places, 
C-O-L-U-M-B-I-A, turned south on Madi- 
son Avenue. Three hansorm cabs, all with 
passengers inside, on the roofs, and on the 
shoulders of the drivers, brought up the 
rear. * A big crowd accompanied the boys 
over the whole route, and windows of 
houses were thrown up by sympathizing 
men and women all the way. 

The boys yelled and sang songs which 
the band was not playing, perpetually. On 
Fifth Avenue, between Fifty-fifth and Six- 
ty-sixth Streets, they halted before a 
young ladies’ school and _ howled louder 
than at any other time. The school win- 
dows went up quickly, and many girls 
waved handkerchiefs at the paraders. 

The youths entered the lot at Sixty-ninth 
Street and First Avenue, still howling and 
all with torches, the funeral pyre was ig- 
nited, the dummy professor was burned, 
and fifteen kegs of beer were, emptied. 

Policemen who during the day serve on 
Broadway, after having escorted them to 
the lot, left them to the tender mercies of 
the east side.

Her 
father was William E. Nightingale of Em- 
bley Park, Hampshire, and Lea Hurst, Der- 
byshire, and Florence, the younger daugh- 
ter, was, with her sister, Frances Parthen- 
hope, who married Sir Harry Verney, and 
died in 1890, his coheiress. Besides the his- 
toric part Florence Nightingale played in 
the Crimean war, she will always. be 
known as the friend and supporter of the 
Governesses’ Institution in Harley Street, 
London; and as the writer of many val- 
uable oks on nursing The testimonial 
fund of £50,000 subscribed by a grateful 
country after the Crimean campaign in 
honor of the ‘‘ Lady with the Lamp,” Miss 
Nightingale handed over for the founda- 
tion of a nurses’ training and employment 
institution. Delicate health has made Miss 
Nightingale live quietly for many years, 
but she has ever been at work for the good 
of others. 


—Col. North’s death has brought into prom- 
inence Robert Harvey, who was the Colo- 
nel’s partner in Chile at one time, and is 


reputed to be the second richest of the 
nitrate magnates. It is expected that Har- 
vey will in future be the guiding spirit of 
most of the big North concerns.

The Oonsolidated Exchange Protests . 
Against Free Coinage of Silver. 


The Board of Directors of the Consoli- 
dated Stock and Petroleum Exchange of 
New-York met last Thursday afternoon, 
and in behalf of the 1,800 members of 
the Exchange issued a declaration in op- 
position to the free coinage of silver. The 
circular says: 


This Exchange, engaged in the purchase and 
Sale of the securities of the great railway and 
industrial companies situated in almost every 
State in the Union, of the shares of gold and 
silver mining amperes, and of the two great 
staples—wheat and petroleum—justly considers 
its prosperity bound up and identical with* the 
prosperity of the country at large. It challenges 
the teachings of those Populists and free-coinage 
advocates, that the prosperity of Wail Street 
must be at the expense of the West and South, 
and it deplores the cultivation of such hurtful 
sectional prejudice. 

There are, perhaps, as many debtors in Wall 
Street as creditors, but even if it were a mass 
of capital and every man there a millionaire 
it would be none the less true that they could 
not prosper unless the industries in which their 
capital is invested prosper. If the farmer and the 
planter are impoverished, thé railroads that 
serve them must suffer; amd with all the hard- 
ships of farmers, who, like the whole financial 
world, are victims of. one of the regularly re- 
curring panics, we doubt whether they have suf- 
fered relatively as much by low prices for their 
products as the owners of bonds and stocks in 
the bankrupt railroads which serve these farmers 
have suffered in the past few years. So, too, it 
bad business comes to industrial concerns, those 
which are incorporated and whose shares are 
owned by Wall Street and its out-of-town clienta 
correspondingly suffer, 

This Exchange wishes to protest then against 
the hallucination that the great financial centres 
have interests hostile and antagonistic to those 
of rufal districts, and to insist that a community 
of interest naturally exists between our differ- 
ent industries. If the crops are poor and prices 
low the manufacturer loses much of his market, 
and if the manufacturer’s interests are de. 
pressed he employs less men and pays less wage 
and this creates less demand for the products o 
the soil and the mine, 

This Exchange desires that a dollar shall be 
worth 100 cents alike in San Francisco, New- 
York, London, Paris, and Berlin, and not fluctuate 
in value with the market for silver bullion, 
which we believe would be the inevitable re- 
sult of free coimage unless all the great com. 
mercial nations should jointly agree to establish 
a parity between the bullion and legal tender 
value of silver coins.

WANTS THE MAJORITY TO RULE. 


Chairman Harrity Writes a Letter 
About the Chicago Convention. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Senator-elect 
Money of Mississippi several days ago ad- 
dressed a letter to W. F. Harrity, the 
Chairman of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee, asking him if it was true, ag re- 
ported, that. he intended to exclude from 
the rolls of the ‘National Convention any 
free-silver delegate who had threatened toe 


bolt. The following is Mr. Harrity’s reply, 
dated at Philadelphia, May 28: 


My Dear Sir: Temporary absence from Phila- 
delphia has prevented earlier answer to your 
courteous and valued favor of May 25, 1896. 
Replying thereto, I desire to say that it is not 
true that I have declared my intention, by the 
action of the Democratic National Committee, to 
exclude from the roll of the Democratic National 
Convention any delegate who has expressed a 
purpose to bolt if the convention does not favor 
in its platform the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver and gold at a ratio of 16 to 1. In any 
Statement made by me, either privately or pub- 
licly, I did not undertake to speak for the corh- 
mittee, nur even as an officer thereof. 

What I did say was that in my personal 
judgment no man ought to enter or be admitted 
in any political convention or caucus who is not 
prepared to abide by the will of the majority 
and acquiesce in its decision, and I further 
Stated that in my opinion this ought to apply 
with equal force to those who oppose as to those 
who favor the free, unlimited, and independent 
coinage of silver. 

I, too, am a delegate to the Chicago Convention, 
and, should a majority of that body make » 
platform and nominate candidates not in accord’ 
with my views, I will abide by the result and 
give loyal and cordial support to the candidates, 
if I did not intend to do so, I should consider it 
my duty not to enter the convention. 

Political conventions are called for the pur- 
pose of harmonizing or compromising such diffter- 
ences as may exist, and of ascertaining the will 
of the majority as to principles, policies, and 
eandidates. To hold that those who entertain 
certain fixed views are to be permitted to be so, 
tenacious of them as to first endeavor to influ- 
ence or control the body of which they consti- 
tute a part, and to then withdraw from that 
body in the event that they prove unsuccessful 
seems to me to be a very long step toward con- 
tending that a minority should govern. 

i have always understood it to be sound Demg- 
cratic doctrine that the. will of the majority 
shall prevail. It is usually so recognized to 
‘such an extent in all political ‘conventions that 
once that will is ascertained the minority prompt- 
ly make it unanimous, 

Let me add that my intention hag just been 
ealled to a statement that appeared in some 
newspapers, notably in some of those published 
in States where Democratic State Conventions 
have already declared for the free coinage of 
silver, to the effect that I had announced that 
the Democratic National Committee would keep 
out of the convention every contesting delegate 
who will not pledge himself, in advance, to abide 
by the action of the committee in making up 
the temporary roll of the convention. 

There is no foundation whatever for that 
statement. It is a pure invention, and was doubt- 
less made in order to annoy and irritate; and, if 
some distinguished Democrats be correctly re- 
ported, the author of the story has been suc- 
cessful in his purpose,

SLIPPED AWAY AGAIN.

‘Spanish Authorities on the Watch, but 
They Failed to Intercept a Tag 
Which Took a Barge and Two 
Lighters from the Atlantic Basin 

Not 

Reported as Arriving, Supposed to 


Last Night—The Steamship, 


Have Been Lying Outside. 


The Spanish Consul Gereral at this port, 
Arturo Baldasano, scurried about the of- 
fices of the United States authorities all 
yesterday afternoon and evening, and Span- 
ish watchers looked sharply for am expedi- 


tion that rumor had said was to be fitted 
out for a filibustering run to Cuba. 

.From mysterious happenings in Atlantic 
Basin and the bay it is believed that. the 
Cuban Junta proved superior in tactics, 
and that the steamship Laurada, which 
only a short while ago landed men and 
supplies on the Cuban coast, is now on her 
way sovth laden with munitions of war. 

A tug having in tow on one side a barge 
deeply laden with boxes such as are used 
to convey ammunition and on the other 
side a derrick lighter slipped into the At- 
lantic Basin about 9 o’clock last night. 

The tug was hailed by a number of news- 
paper men who were watching along the 
piers.. She refused ‘to answer, and in a 
short while put out again, this time with 
the loaded barge in tow and with a lighter 
on either side. 

She headed at full speed down the bay 


and the supposition was that she was mak- 
ing for a steamship outside the Hook. 

it is known that the Cuban Junta had on 
hand a large quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion, and it is said that the money made at 
the fair in Madison Square Garden has 
already been applied to the cause of Cuban 
freedom. The next move was to get the 
supplies away, and this, it is believed, was 
accomplished after the Spaniards had been 
foiled in their vigils last night. 

When the steamship Laurada had landed 
her supplies and men on the Cuban coast 
she went direct to Jacksonville. Then she 
made the port of Charleston, and there 
cleared for this city. 

She sailed from Charleston last Monday, 
and should have reached here Thursday. 
She has not been reported, and the myste- 
rious movements of last night forced the 
conclusion that the Cubans had outwitted 
the Spaniards by keeping the Laurada be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the United States 
authorities, and loading wer where none 
could interfere. 

The Spanish Consul General, a Pinkerton 
detective, and three Spaniards were seen in 
the Post Office Building yesterday after- 
noon. They visited the United States Mar- 
shal’s office, and one of them at least—the 
detective—had an interview with Deputy 
Marshal Kennedy. Whom the others saw 
or talked with could not be learned, as not 
long after they had left the building Mar- 
shal McCarty was not to be found in his 
office and the Deputy Marshals and bailiffs 
also disappeared, all excepting two, and 
they left the building hurriedly some time 
later, after whispered instructions from an 
attaché of the Marshal’s office. 

Following upon these happenings came 
the rumor thalt proceedings were being 
taken to watch or stop the departure of 
some vessel carrying arms destined for 
Cuba. The location of this vessel was va- 
wiously given at points from the Harlem 
River to the Atlantic and Erie Basins, and 
rumors of the chartering of tugs to follow 
or intercept her were numerous. 

These reports evidently reached Spanish 
or Cuban centres, or both, for with the 
coming of nightfall there was an addition 
of a number of dark-complexioned men who 
took a deep interest in the revenue cutters 
near the Barge Office, at the Battery. They 
learned nothing there, however, for all the 
eutters were tied to the pier, and none was 
ready to make a hasty trip. 

Inquiry by reporters discovered no spe- 
cial charters of private tugs, and those tug- 
boat owners most likely to receive orders 
from either Spantards or Cubans said last 
night that no orders had been given to 
them. 





LANDED ON THE CUBAN COAST, 


Important Filibustering Expedition 
Suceeeds near Trinidad. 


Havana, May 29.—It fs stated on good 
authority that an important filibustering 
expedition has landed on the coast near 
Trinidad, Province of Santa Clara. 

Several engagements, have been reported 
to-day between Government troops and reb- 
els, but they were unimportant. The offi- 
cial reports have made no mention of Ma- 
ceo since the last fight at Consolacion, 
when it was claimed that he was defeated. 

It is reported that Gomez, who was lately 
encamped on the Palo Prieto Ranch, near 
Sancti Spiritus, was ordered to stop his 
westward march until the arrival of rein- 
forcements from the east. It is said that he 
has already made a junction with an im- 
portant leader, and ‘will soon resume his 
march westward.

Moscow, May 2).—A gala performance 
was given to-night in the Grand Theatre, or 
Opera House, just without the walls of the 
Kitai-Gorod. The theatre is a very large 
ene, with half a dozen tiers of spacious 
galleries, but it was filled to its utmost 
capacity by what is believed to have been 
the most distinguished audience that ever 
gathered in a place of amusement. 

All those who attended the reception 
given on Wednesday by the Czar and 
Czarina, in the Hall of St. Andrew, in the 
Palace of the Kremlin, were present. The 
whole house, from floor to roof, seemed 
ateaze with diamonds and precious jewels, 
and no represeritation that could have been 
given upon the stage could equal in mag- 
nificence the scene displayed before the 
curtain. 

The Czar and Czarina arrivey at 8 
o'clock, having driven through the illu- 
minated streets, followed by their Court.

A FRENCH SCIENTIST DEAD. 


Career of Prof. Gabriel Auguste Danu- 
bree, Who Died Yesterday. 


PaRIs, May 20.—Prof. Gabriel 
Daubree died in this city to-day. 

Prof. Daubree was born at Metz, Mo- 
Selle, June 25, 1814. After passing the 
Ecole Polytechnique, he was admitted into 
the Corps des Mines in 1834, and in 1838 
was appointed Engineer of Mines in the 
Bas-Rhin and Professor of Geology and 
Mineralogy at the Faculty of Sciences at 
Strassburg, of which he became Dean in 
1852. In 1861 he was elected Member of the 


Academy of Sciences in succession to Prof. 
Cordier, whom he also succeeded as Pro- 
fessor of Geology at the Natural History 
Museum, Paris. 

Hée was nominated Inspector General of 
Mines in 1867, and Director of the School 
of Mines in 1872. Prof. Daubree wrote 
more than 3) memoirs, chiefly om geolog- 
ical and mineralogical! subjects, but in- 
cluding investigations allied thereto. He 
was also distinguished for the long-con- 
tinued and sometimes dangerous experi- 
ments which he conducted to ascertain to 
what extent it is possible artificially to imi- 
tate the natural production of rocks. He 
was President of the National Agricultural 
Society of France, Honorary President of 
the French Alpine Club, and Past President 
of the Academy of Sciences.

Nothing Has Been Said t6é Him About 
Presiding, and He Does Not Know 
as it Would Be Possible, for He 
Is to Nominate Gov. Morton—Mc- 
Kinléy Men Somewhat Alarmed 
over Rumors of Delny—Mr. Kerens 
Says Everything Will De Ready, 


Dr. Chauncey M. Depew is expecting a 
busy week at. St. Louis at convention time. 
He is booked for four or five speeches, and 
if the occasion arises, he might make one 
or two others. : 

An afternoon paper yesterday published 


a statement that Dr. Depew would probably 
be made Chairman of the convention, and 
the additional statement was made that 
,he was the choice of the McKinley men for 
that place. Dr. Depew told a reporter for 
THE’NEW-YorK Times last night that the 
newspaper statement was the first he knew 
about it. 

“I do not know as it would be possible,” 
he said, ‘“‘ because I am going to make the 
speech nominating Gov. Morton. At any 
rate, nothing has been said to me on the 
subject.”’ 

Dr. Depew said he believed the conven- 
tion would adopt a sound-money plank in 
its platform. He regarded it as a certainty. 

“There are four States which will stand 
for a gold plank which cannot be, carried 
next Fall by any party which has a silver 
plank in its platform,”’ he said. ‘‘ They are 
New-York, New-Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Massachusetts, and without one of those 
States the party cannot win.” 

Dr. Depew is scheduled to make an ad- 
dress in St. Louis for the benefit of the 
sufferers by the cyclone, another at a meet- 
ing of members’ of the Missouri bar, and 
yet another in the convention hall on the 
evening before the convention. In addition 
to his formal speech placing Gov. Morton's 
name before the convention, he expects to 
do his share of the talking in favor of a 
sound-money plank in the piatform, and, as 
opportunity offers, informally urge the 
ciaims of Gov. Morton as the candidate. 

The McKinley men were somewhat 
alarmed yesterday over the rumors that the 
convention might be postponed because of 
the havoc made.in the convention city by 
the tornado. They feared delay. ‘hey 
would sleep more soundly if the convention 
were to be held to-morrow than they do 
with two weeks yet remaining before the 
nominating begins, and they regarded the 
taik of postponement as a distinct move of 


the enemy. They \had a iittle conference 
on the wunsect, and determined that there 
must be no postponement. 

“ Uncle Dick ”* Kerens of St. Louis, the 
member of the Republican National Com- 
mittee from Missouri, was still in the city. 
He was the original McKinley man in his 
State, and he is as strongly opposed jto any 
delay as the local McKinley men. He met 
some of the local boomers, and told them he 
had information from his city, that every- 
thing would be in readiness for the con- 
vention on the day set, and there was no 
occasion for any change in the date.

Tower, H. T. Fox, and Oliver Stark. 

The stockholders are Hanford Struble, 
Jesse Duboise, Frank H. Tower, H. 
Stark, S. W. Van Deventer, Daniel Lan- 
ning, E. C. Dwelle, H. K. Armstrong, Clin- 
ton B. Struble, Evarts Prentiss, and 
William T. Morris. 

The last statement of the bank, made 
May 7, showed individual deposits subject 
to check in the sum of $60,954.04; demand 
certificates, $90,307.78. 





Is It a Case of False Pretenses? 


To the Editor of The New-York Timea: 

In common, I suppose, with a consider- 
able number of other persons, I have a 
grievance, and it consists*in having been 
induced by false pretenses to buy a copy 
of McClure’s Magazine for June. I noticed 
upon a newsstand of the M@nhattan Rail- 
way the current number of that periodical, 
bearing the announcement of a short story 
by Rudyard Kipling on the cover, which 
bore also a portrait of that author. As I 
have never encountered a story of Mr. 
Kipling’s which I did not find worth 10 
eents, I hopefully invested that sum and 
settled myself to the enjoyment of the tale. 
Imagine my disgust upon discovery that the 
story was an old one with which I was per- 
fectly familiar, and which is one of a col- 


lection published in book form three years 
ago. The only novelties about its present 
publication are some notes by the author, 
the value of which no judicious reader 
would appraise as high as 10 cents, and 
some illustrations which every judicious 
reader would have paid to have omitted. 
This was the story by Rudyard ars oe 
on account of which I had been inveigle 
by the publishers into buying the maga- 
sine, which, but for their misrepresenta- 
tions, I should never have thought of doing. 
It is a duty and a pleasure to warn such 
of your readers as are in danger of suc- 
cumbing to the advertisements of the un- 
scrupulous publisher of the snare that he 
is setting for them. 

The low price of printing paper, the type- 
setting machine, and cheapness of half-tone 
reproductions are responsible for a number 
of worthless and of some pernicious period- 
ieals. But the economies are not alone, it 
appears, in the mechanical expenses. Apart 
from the impudent pretense of a new story 
by Rudyard Kipling, a pretense which I re- 
gret to observe, that the author had en- 
couraged by consenting to annote his work 
for the prete-ders, this number is quite a 
debauch of cheap copy. It contains among 
other things a page of old poems by “ Iron- 
quill,” the bard of Kansas, extracted, like. 
the Kipling story, from a published vol- 
ume. ut to pad with cheap reprint is 
less objectionable in this instance, because 
in this instance there is not, and in the 
other instance there is, evidence of a pur- 
pose to obtain money under false pretenses 
by printing intentionally misleading state- 
ments about the contents of the magazine 
on its cover. 8. 





Injunction Against a Cantor Dissolved 


Isaac Horland, the cantor of the Hebrew con- 
gregation Kel Israel Anshe Poland, against whom 
the congregation obtained an injunction tempo- 
rarily restraining him from giving his services 
to the Henry Street Jewish Synagogue, obtained 


a dissolution of the injunction yesterday from 
Justice Pryor. Justice Pryor holds that the two 
congregations are not rivals In trade, but spirit- 
ual organizations, and that the services of the 
cantor are not unique or extraordinary to the 
extent that they would not permit of a substitu- 
tion. ‘‘ An injunction,’ says the Justice, ‘to 
prevent a preacher from occupying the pulpit of 
a rival church would be an anomaly without prec- 
edent in the annals of jurisprudence. This dis- 
pute should have been accommodated in their 
own ecclesiastical councils.’’

SCULPTORS DISCUSS IN SECRET THE 
CHOICE “MADE. 


\ 


What Action They Will Take with 


Reference to the Selection by the 
Monument Committee Not Made 


Known—Some of the Features of 


Carl Rohl-Smith’s Model — The 
General Represented as a Soldier 
Citizen. 


A secret meeting was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon by the committee of the Sculpture 
Society which judged the models for the 
equestrian statue of Gen. Sherman = which 
it is proposed to erect in Washington, D. 


C., by the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee. 

The object of the meeting was to con- 
sider what should be done in reference to 
the award made by the Monument Com- 
mittee of the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee, which totally overset the findings 
of the artists. Exactly what was done at 
the meeting could not be learned last night, 
as the members of the committee could not 
be found after the meeting was over. 

Previous to the meeting Daniel C. French 
said: 

“Our committee consisted of Bruce Price, 
Augustus St. Gaudens, J. Q. A. Ward, Olin 
Warner, George B. Post, and myself. We 
were appointed by the Sculpture Society of 
New-York to judge the designs for the 
Sherman statue and monument, to be erect- 
ed in Washington. The Sculpture Society 
had been invited by the Society of the 
Army of the Tennessee to act in the mat- 
ter, and had delegated the work to us. 
There were two competitions. The first 
occurred in midwinter. We went to Wash- 
ington without pay, because we thought 
the occasion was one of importance to the 
future of American sculpture, being almost 
the first time that expert advice had been 
sought in a matter of this kind. Our re- 
port has wever been published, but we 
recommended certain ones who had sub- 
mitted designs to elaborate them. When 
we returned to New-York we reported to 
our society, and were dismissed. 

“We are, therefore, no longer a commit- 
tee of the Sculpture Society, and whatever 
action we take now is taken as ingividuals. 
Now that the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee has taken this action, °we will 
probably do something, but I cannot say 
anything definite about what it will be, for 
I have not yet seen the other members of 
our committee. 

“The invitation to the sculptors from 
the Monument Committee of the Society of 
the Army of the Tennessee was a bolt out 
of a clear sky. It gratified the entire art 
world of New-York. It was taken as an 
indication that the missionary work of the 
last few years had not been thrown away, 
and that seed dropped on stony ground 
had borne fruit.’ 

The committee of the Society of the Army 
of the Tennessee’ which invited the sculpt- 
ors to do the judging consisted of Gen. 
G. M. Dodge, Gen. J. N. Noble, Gen. D. 
B. Henderson, Col. Cornelius Cadle, Col, J. 
F. Howe, and Col. Augustus Jacobson. ‘The 
committee of sculptors selected the models 
offered by Messrs. Bartlett, Rhind, Nie- 
haus, and Partridge as those best answer- 


ing the historical and art requirements. 

The members of the committee of the 
Army of the Tennessee took it upon them- 
selves to strike out the name of Mr. Par- 
tridge and substitute that of Carl Rohl- 
Smith of Chicago. It was then reported 
that Mr. Rohl-Smith, who was tenth on 
the sculptors’ list, was to be made to win 
under any circumstances. The fact that 
Mr. Rohl-Smith had designed a monument 
for a member of the family of Gen. Dodge 
was supposed to be significant. 

Mr. Rohl-Smith is a Danish-American 
sculptor. It is proposed that his statue of 
Gen. Sherman shall stand, when completed, 
in a conspicuous place in Pennsylvania 
Avenue, Washington, D. C. One of his 
best-known works in this country is at 
Bighteenth Street and Calumet Avenue, 
Chicago, and commemorates the Fort Dear- 
born massacre. George M. Pullman paid 
$50,000 for the statue. Another work by 
him was the statue of Benjamin Franklin, 
which stood before the Electrical Building 
at the World’s Fair. He has recently been

On either side of the pedestal are 
classic proupe typifying “War” and 
‘“* Peace,”’ and beneath these are four bas- 
reliefs representing ‘‘The March to the 
Sea,” ‘‘ The, Battle of Atlanta,”’ ‘“‘ Mission- 
ary Ridge,’’ and ‘‘ Sherman Planning ‘While 
the Army Sleeps,’”’ the latter commem- 
orating ,the observations of an eyewitness 
and biographer, who says: ‘‘ We often saw 
a tall form near the — at night, 
while the men rested—he did not seem to 
need sleep.’’ 

On the, four corners are lifelike figures 
representing Infantry, Artillery, Cavalry, 
and a young woman decorating a sword 
with laurels of victory.

FRENCH SPOLIATION CLAIMS. 


The Appropriation Made by Congress 
to Settle Part of Them. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The amount just 
appropriated by Congress to pay French 
spoliation claims is $1,027,314. The amount 
appropriated by the act of March 3, 1891, 
which covered the cases passed upon by 
the Court of Claims up to that time, was 
about $1,304,000. It is estimated that about 
an equal amount is likely to be finally 
called for in payment of the remaining 


claims. 

Congress sent these claims to the Court 
of Claims in 1885 for a determination as to 
their validity and the obligation of the 
Government, and the separate cases have 
been considered from time to time since 
that date. The batch of cases dealt with 
in the present Deficiency bill includes many 
old New-England names and several men 
who had a prominent place in Revolution- 
ary history. The cases have been managed 
of late by William T. S. Curtis, himself a 
member of an old Massachusetts family, 
and Theodore J. Pickett, both of whom 
now have offices in Washington, and by 
ex-Gov. Boutwell and wee A. King of 
Boston. Messrs. Curtis and Pickett are the 
successors, of Wiuiiam BE. Earle, deceased, 
and have made a hard fight for their cli- 
ents. One of the claims finally appropri- 
ated for this year is that of Nicholas Gil- 
man, one of the signers of the Constitution 
of New-Hampshire. 

Among the other large claims awarded 
to New-Englanders are $1,733 for the es- 
tates of Joseph Rogers, $3.567 for Damrell 
Jackson, $992 for William Davis, $8,150 for 
John Wells, $3,618 for Jesse Richardson, 
$23,418 for Joshua Richardson. $23,180 for 
Philip Bessom, $1,705 for Josiah Obear, 
12,¢ for Matthew Cobb, $10,568 for John 

torer, $2,752 for Edward Jones, and $48,186 
for Edward Jones. It is provided in terms 
similar to those used in 1891, but not ex- 
actly the same, “that all of said awards 
shall be paid to the personal representa- 
tives of the original sufferers, to be dis- 
tributed to the next of k:n in accordance 
with the probate laws of the several States 
and Territories in which letters testimen- 
tary or of administration have been grant- 
ed.” The Court of Claims has not lately 
been trying these cases, but if the present 
appropriation becomes a law, it is expected 
that it will resume their examination and 
decide soon most of those which are yet 
unsettled. 





OBITUARY RECORD. 


John Quincy Adams. 


John Quincy Adams, Vice President and 
Secretary of the State Trust Company, at 
100 Broadway, died suddenly yesterday at 
his home in South Orange, N. J. He left 
the company’s office apparently in good 
health Thursday afternoon, but soon after 
arriving home was seized with a chill. It 
is supposed. that heart disease was the di- 
rect cause of death. 

Mr. Adams was sixty-eight years old. He 
was born in this city. He was engaged early 
in life in the coffee business. but later be- 
came interested in ‘banking. He was 
elected a Director of the Atlantic Savings 
Bank, which afterward became the Bond 
Street Bank, and served several years as 
President of that institution. He next was 
connected with the Banking Department of 
the State of New-York in President Cleve- 
land’s term as Governor, and served as 
Chairman of the Board of State Bank Ex- 
aminers under Willis S. Painé 

When the State Trust Company was or- 
ganized in 1889 Mr. Adams was elected 
Vice President and Secretary, and held 
those posts up to his death. He was better 
acquainted than any other man in the 
banking business with officers of trust 
companies, savings banks and State banks 
in New-York. 

“Mr. Adams was a man of perfect integ- 
rity,”” said Willis 8. Paine yesterday; “ 7: 
markably kind and genial in his manner 
and was esteemed by all who knew him.” 

Mr. Adams leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren. A son, John Quincy Adams, is con- 
nected with the Central Trust Company.

The bicycle race which gives the winner 
more prominence than any other contest of 
the year will take place to-day, beginning 
about il A. M. over a stretch of mac- 
in Jersey known in cycling 
annals as the Irvington-Millburn course. 
If the weather is prepitious--and the Gov- 
ernment dealer in that article says it ‘will 
be—-it is not unlikely that 40,000 people will 
view the struggle. 

The distance of the race is twenty-five 
miles, and as the course is in superb con- 
dition it will probably take the time winner 
about 1 hour and 11 minutes to negotiate 
it. The best time for the course on record 
is 1:11:18, made+in 1894 by A. H. Barnett 
of Elizabeth. Bicycle racers have become 
Speedier since then, and under the condi- 
tions which promise to prevail the record 
ought to be broken. 

All arrangements for the race have been 
carefully made by the Race Committee of 
the Metropolitan Association of Cycling 
Clubs, and there should be no hitch in the 
proceedings. The starting point (also the 
place of the finish) will be about midway 
between Hilton and Maplewood, and a good 
way to reach it is to take the train to 
Maplewood station. This is within easy 
walking distance of the starting point. 
Ferryboats leaving from the foot of Bar- 
clay or Houston Streets at 10:10 A. M. will 
connect with the train on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad, reach- 
ing Maplewood at 11:10. 

Another way to go is over the same road 
to Newark and wheel from that city out 
High Street to the trolley car tracks which 
lead direct to Irvington.

PROSECUTION TRACING TRANSFER 
F VESSELS TO THE CHEMISTS. 


Mr. Brooke and Dr. O'Sullivan Have 
Some Lively Tilts—The One Talks 
About the 
Blood of This Woman ”—The De- 
fendant Begins to Show the Ef-

‘The trial of Mary Alice Almont Fleming 
for the murder of her mother, Evelina M. 
Bliss, was resumed yesterday in General 
Sessions, Part II. 

When Mrs. Fleming entered the court- 
room she looked pale and worn, as if the 
strain of the trial had begun to show its 
effects on her. She has grown perceptibly 
thinner since last Tuesday, when the tak- 
ing of the testimony began, and her step 
has lost some of its former elasticity. As 
joined on entering’ he 
courtroom by her half-sister, Florence 
Bliss, who sat close beside her during the

day. 

The work done during the trial Pesterday 
consisted of the submission by the prose- 
cution of shurt pieces of testimony, often 


from the same witnesses, recalled two or 
three times, ‘to connect the vessels contain- 
ing afterward analyzed and 
taken from Mrs. Bliss’s flat with those de- 


livered into the hands of the two chemists

employed by the people. 

The result of the day’s proceedings was 
to strengthen the case for the prosecution 
materially, in so far as it was weakened 


by the death of Dr. O’Meagher, the Coroner 
who presided at the inquest. 

The defense made vigorous assaults on 
the identification of the various articles 
produced in court, but its actual effect re- 
mains a secret in the mirds of the jury. 

The evidence of the identification of the 
exhibits being now practically complete, 
s0 far as the prosecution can make it so, 
the testimony next in natural order will 
be that of the two chemists, Dr. Scheele 
and Prof. Mott, who made the analyses of 
the substances suspected to contain poison 
for the prosecution. 

As the case against the defendant is one 
of circumstantial evidence, the simile for 
which is a chain of circumstances binding 
the accused person so closely that she or he 
cannot escape from the coil, the defense ,is 
carefully trying each link of the chain to 
see if it will not snap under the pressure 
of cross-examination and thus gain an ac- 
Quittal for the defendant. 

When the Recorder entered the court- 
room the hands of the clock pointed to 
four minutes after the hour set for the 
opening. This delay, slight as it was, en- 
abled all the counsel and members of the 
jury to be in their seats when he entered. 

Dr. O'Sullivan at once called for Dr. 
Bullman, whose main testimony was given 
earlier’ in the week. The point to be set- 
tied at this time was the transfer of the 
articles supposed to contain poison from 
Dr. Bullman’s hands to those of Dr. 
O’ Meagher. 

Mr. Mcintyre said that, in order to get 
the evidence of the transfer of the stomach 
and its contents and the vomit from Dr. 
Bullman to the chemist, he asked the 
Court to strike out all the evidence given 
by the two Coroner’s clerks on the day 
previous.

Q.—Look at this package 
is the Same that you gave to the Coroner.

Q.—What did that bottle contain? A.—Part of 
the vomit which I got in Mrs. Bliss’s bedroom. 
A dispute between Dr. O’Sullivan and Mr. 
Brooke drew from the Recorder the direc- 
tion to the jury that statements made by 
counsel in the case were not evidence and 
were to be excluded from their minds. 
This direction was requested by Mr. 
Brooke. Mr. Brooke cross-examined Dr. 
Bullman. 

Q.—When did you see that bottle last? 
On Aug. 31, 1895. 

Q.—Whe re did you see it this morning before 
you came into court? A.—In the District At- 
torney’s office. 

Q.—Is there anything else about the bottle, ex- 
cept the seal, that you recognize? A.—Yes; the 
Way the seal is put on. 

Q.—Describe that peculiarity. 

The witness wanted to tell how he had 
put on the sealing wax, but Mr. Brooke 
would not allow him. Mr. Brooke with- 
drew the question, and Dr. O'Sullivan 
made some comment, which made Mr. 
Brooke ask the Recorder to use means 
short of gagging to prevent Dr. O'Sullivan 
from insinuating motives for the benefit of 
the jury. 

THe Recorder said that both counsel 
cught to contribute an equal share of for- 
bearance, whereupon Mr. Brooke snorted 
and said he could not contribute an equal 
share of such conduct. 

Mr. Brooke asked the witness how he 
knew that the vomit came from Mrs. Bliss. 
He replied that she told him so, and Mr. 
Brooke moved that the answer be stricken 
out. The Recorder denied the motion, but 
granted a motion to strike out a reference 
to clam chowder which Mrs. Bliss told the 
witness she had taken. 

One of Dr. O'’Sullivan’s interruptions 
brought out from Mr. Brooke the remark: 

“I am getting very tired of these inter- 
ruptions of private counsel, who for per- 
sonal and private reasons is seeking the 
blood of this woman. If it was the other 
way, I could understand it.’”’ 

In the re-examination by Dr. O’Sullivan, 
Dr. Bullman identified the famous pitcher 
and said that it was shown to him by Mrs. 
—e five minutes after Mrs. Bliss was 
dead. \ 

The pitcher is adapted for holding milk, 
and would contain about a pint and a half. 
It is white, ornamented with a flower pat- 
tern, and has a piece broken off the top on 
one side. 

Dr. Bullman said that when he saw the 
pitcher on the night of Mrs. Bliss’s death, 
the bottom of its interior was covered with 
moist crystals, brownish in color, which 
looked like sugar. . 

Mr. Brooke read Dr. Bullman’s testi- 
mony at his first examination, when he 
said the pitcher would hold half a gallon. 
He asked the witness if the pitcher was the 
same. Dr. Bullman said it was. 

Mr. McIntyre called James T. Malone, a 
clerk in the Coroners’ office, to testify to re- 
ceiving several articles which contained 
substances to be analyzed from Coroner 
O’Meagher. The witness first identified the 
bottle which contained the vomit. He gave 
it to Mr. Kennelly, receiving clerk in the 
District Attorney’s office, on Oct. 3, after 
withdrawing about two ounces of the con- 
tents. He placed these two ounces of con- 
tents in a sterilized jar and gave the jar to 
Dr. Walter T. Scheele for analysis. 

Mr. Brooke tried to get in evidence, 
through his cross-examination of Mr. Ma- 
lone, Dr. O’Meagher’s belief the day after 
Mrs. Bligs’s death that the inquiry would 
not resu® in a criminal trial. The Record- 
@r_overrujed this question. 

Whe witness said that he placed the bot-

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Mr. Brooke tried to get the witness to say 
that Mrs, Flemin been virtually ac- 
quitted by the Garces jury on Sept. 
15. Mr. cIntyre offered to put in the 
whole record of the day’s proceedings at 
the inquest; otherwise he objected to Mr. 
Brooke's question. The Recorder’ sus- 
tained his objection. 

A series of questions was put by Mr. 
Brooke in order to find out whether any 
one else had a key to the wardrobe where 
the glass bettle was kept and aiso to learn 
whether the bottle had not been handied 
by a great many persons. Mr. Malone’s 
answers were not favorable to Mr. Brooke's 
questions, 

Mrs. Phillips, the trained nurse, was Te- 
called and examined by Mr. Miller in ref- 
erence to the pitcher. She found it first, 
took charge of it, and finally gave it, to 
Policeman Sawyer. She identified the pitch- 
er in court as the one she had found in 
Mrs. Bliss’s flat. She also found a piece 
of pie and gave it to F. B. Taliman, the 
undertaker. 

Joseph Sawyer, a policeman, testified that 
he went to the flat where Mrs. Bliss had 
died before 8 o’clock on the morning of 
Sept. 1, 1895. He took the pitcher trom 
the windowsill of the bathroom, took it to 
the station house at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, and then downto the 
Coroners’ office, which he reached between 
10 and 11 o’clock the same day. It had a 
substance in it resembling sugar. A Cor- 
oners’ clerk took the pitcher and put it 
in a closet. 

Policeman Sawyer said he had marked 
the pitcher in ink. He identified the pitcher 
produced as the one he had marked. He 
Was not cross-examined. 

Alpheus D. Coffey, a clerk in the Cor- 
eners’ office, swore that he had received 
the pitcher from Policeman Sawyer. He 
delivered it to Mr, Malone the same day. 

Mr. Malone, recalled for the second time, 
said he had received the pitcher from Mr. 
Coffey. He identified the pitcher in court 
as the same one. He removed part of its 
contents and gave it to Dr. Scheele for 
analysis. 

The court then adjourned for luncheon, 
Mrs. Fieming being one of the first to 
glide through the doorway in the charge 
of an attendant. She had given keen at- 
tention to the testimony during the fore- 
noon, making notes in percil upon a small 
pad which she held on her knee. 

: Mr. Brooke’s course in not cross-examin- 
ing some of the witnesses evidently did 
not meet with Mrs. Fleming’s approval, as 
she could be plainly seen remonstrating 
with him, and even suggesting questions 
which he might put. Mr. Brooke on these 
occasions put her off with gruff good hu- 
mor, saying: ‘‘ What is the use of asking 
him that?” or ‘‘ An answer to that would 
be of no interest.” She continued her note- 
ae up to tke close of the case for the 

ay. . 

After recess Mr. Malone said he took the 
pitcher itself, with the remainder of its con- 
tents, to Dr. Scheele on Sept. 3. Mr. 

Scheele examined the pitcher and returned 
it to the witress. A month later it was 
given to Mr. Kennelly of the District At- 
torney’s office. 

In cross-examiration Mr. Brooke brought 
out that Mr. Malone had taken the paper 
off the pitcher on-Sunday and that it had 
remained in the wardrobe without a cover 
until next day. Then Coroner O’Meagher 
had produced a dull-colored strip of metal 
from his pocket, with which a portion of 
the contents of the pitcher was removed 
by the witness for analysis. Enough was 
obtained to cover a quarter of a dollar and 
placed in a piece of office note paper. 

Mr. Brooke asked that a court attendant 
be sent for a sheet of this note paper to 
tne Coroners’ office, and Mr. McIntyre at 
once consented. 

The sediment was more dry than moist, 
the witness continued. After he wrapped 
it up in tne note paper he put the package 
in his coat pocket. The time was between 
12 and 1 o’clock in the day. 

Mr. Brooke asked the witness if he re- 
membered that the day was warm. The 
witness did not, and Mr. Brooke said the 
official temperature was 94° at that time of 
that day. The witness left the package 
with Dr. Scheele, in his drug store, in 
Whitehall Street, which was on the ground 
floor, while the labceatory was on. the 
second floor above. Witness was not in 
the laboratory on this occasion. 

The sheet of note paper from the Coro- 
ners’ office was brought in at this/ point 
and at Mr. Brooke’s request marked for 
identification. 

Mr. Malone said that he did not cleanse 
the pitcher afterward. On the pitcher in 
court being shown to him, he said that its 
interior was much cleaner than it had been 
when it left his hands. 

There was enough sediment in the bottom 
of the pitcher, the witness said, to fill.a 
teaspoon heaping full. Its color was a bluish 
white. All of the sediment which Dr. 
Scheele got, so far as the witness’s knowl- 
edge went, was the quantity given to -him 
in the piece of note paper. The account 
given of the color of the sediment in the 
pitcher differed from that given by all the 
other witnesses. 

Q.—Did you, as Coroner's clerk, receive a re- 
port of the chemical analysis from Dr. Scheele? 
A.—I did not. 

_Q.—Did -the Coroner, to your knowledge? A.— 

es. 

Mr. Brooke here handed to an attendant 
to give to the witness what purported to 
be a copy of Dr. Scheeie’s report to the 
Coroner, and asked him if he recognized it. 
The witness said he was not sure. Mr. 
Brooke demanded from the District Att*tor- 
ney’s office the original report of Dr. 
Scheele to the Coroner. 

It came out after some questioning that 
Malone had given this report to Kennelly 
of the District Attorney’s office, though 
Mr. McIntyre said he had not got it in 
his possession. : 

Q.—Did you see a white porcelain pitcher 
which would contain half a gallon, or have you 
had such a pitcher in your possession at any 
time since the beginning of this case? A.—I 
did not see and have not had any such pitcher 
2s you describe. 

F. B. Tallman, the undertaker who was 
called in to take charge of Mrs. Bliss’s 
body, the next witness, was examined by 
Assistant District Attorney Miller. After 
describing how he went to the flat at the 
request of Dr. Bullman he identified the 
pitcher and the package which contained 
the piece of pie. 

Q.—What did you do with the pie? A.—I took 
it home to my office and locked it up in the safe. 

Q.—Did you wrap it up? A.—I did, in a piece 
of white paper. 

Q.—What did you do with it next? 
it to Coroner O’ Meagher. 

The witness said that he locked the room 
up where the body of Mrs. Bliss lay about 
3:30 A. M. and took the key home in his 
pocket on Aug, 31. At 9 o’clock the same 
morning he gave the key to Solomon Saw- 
yer. 

Q.—From the time you first saw the body of 
Mrs. Bliss until the autopsy was completed and 
Dr. O’Hanlon said something to you, did you 
place any poisonous substances near the body? 
A.—No. 

Cross-examined by Mr Brooke, the un- 
dertaker said he had taken home the pie 
at Dr. Bullman’s sugvestion. He was not 
prepared to swear that all embalming fluids 
contained arsenic, but a good many of them 
did. There was no embalming Quid kept in 
his office or in his safe. Mrs. Bliss’s body 
was embalmed before burial. 

Mr. Malone, the Coroner’s clerk, recalled 
for the third time, identified the package, 
supposed to contain the pie. He got it from 
Coroner O’Meagher. Dr. Scheele took half 
of the pie for analysis on.Sept. 3. The 
package was given to Mr. Kennelly on 


OSereminh F. Kennelly, a clerk in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, examined by Mr. 
Mcintyre, testified that on Oct. 3 he re- 
ceived from James Malone, of the Coro- 
ners’ office, a number of packages. He re- 
ceipted for them and placed them in ‘a 
wooden box first, and afterward in a tin 
box, which was locked. The tin box was 
produced in court and identified by its 
abel. 
"OO O’Hanlon was recalled to the witness 
stand and examined by Dr. O’Sullivan. 
Q.—I hand you a glass receptacle. Is that the 
same article that you put the stomach of Mrs. 
Bliss in? A.—There is no means of identifying 
it, but I believe it to be the same. 


Mr. Brooke objected to the answer and 
moved that it be stricken out. 

Dr. O’Sullivan contended that the identi- 
fication of the decanter by Dr. O’Hanlon 
was as perfect as it could be. 

“JT don’t want your opinion. Your legal 
authorities are Robert Louis Stevenson 
and other novelists,’’ retorted Mr. Brooke 
contemptuously. The Recorder admitted 
the question. 

Dr. O’Hanlon, after some further ques- 
tions, said he felt sure that the decanter 
was the same one he had used, though he 
thought it had had a longer neck. He was 
not so positive about the identity of a cut 
glass cologne bottle submitted to him in 
court as being the same that he had used 
for holding the contents of the stomach. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Brooke, Dr. 
O’Hanlon swore that the decanter was the 
same to the best of his recollection. He 
would not swear it positively. He also 
thought that the cologne bottle, which he 
had first seen in Mrs. Bliss’ flat, was octag- 
onal and not round, like the one produced 
in court. : 

Mr. Brooke read from the testimony 
given by Dr. O'Hanlon on his first examina- 
tion, on Thursday, to show that he had 
described a decanter with a much longer 
neck. He asked Dr. O’Hanlon if he re- 
membered yee this testimony, and the 
witness said he did. He also described in 
Thursday’s testimony the cologne bottle as 
octagonal in shape, whereas the actua® bot- 
tle, as produced in court yesterday, was 
round. Dr. O’Hanlon, with some hesita- 
tion, thought his testimony both times was 
correct—the first from memory and the 
second en seeing the articles themselves. ° 

Mr. Malone, the Coroner’s clerk, was re- 
called to the stand to give evidence of hav- 
ing received the two. bottles from Dr. 
O’Manlon, one containing the stomach of 
Mrs. Bliss and the other its contents. He 
identified the bottles produced in court.

The trunks which were placed on storage 
with the Columbia Storage Warehouse Com- 
pany by Miss Georgia Brock, the daughter 
of Henry Brock of 339 West Seventy-first 
Street, who, with her younger sister, Flor- 
ence, was arrested,. charged with the lar- 
eeny of valuable wearing apparel from two 
neighbors, were not opened by the police 
yesterday, because they had no authority 
to. examine the contents. 

Miss Brock stored four packing and two 
traveling trunks at the warehouse Oct. 4, 
1895, and two more trunks May 19. Al- 
though the receipts for these packages were 
made out in the name of George B. Brock, 
the contents, it has been declared, belong 
to Edward W. Robinson, a young engineer, 
to whom, it is said, Miss Brock is engaged, 
and without his consent they cannot be ex- 
amined. The police would like to see what 
they contain, but they have not been able 
to obtain a search warrant, because they 
have failed to find anybody who can make 
the necessary affidavit upon which a search 
warrant would issue. 

At the warehouse it was said that no at- 
tempt had been made to remove the prop- 
erty. Detectives McNaught and Lang said 
yesterday that Mr. Robinson had called at 
the warehouse and had notified the man- 
ager that the goods in the trunks and 
cases belonged to him, and that they must 
not be disturbed without his consent. They 
also say that he promised to meet the de- 
tectives at the warehouse at 2 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, but he did not appear, 
nor did he go to the police station. The 
detectives will endeavor to find Mr. Rob- 
inson to-day, and try to ootain his consent 
for an examination of the trunks and cases. 

The papers in the case against Miss Brock 
and her sister reached the District _Attor- 
ney’s office yesterday. Assistant District 
Attorney Battle, who has charge of the 
Grand Jury proceedings, said that the case 
would be presented to the jury, which will 
be empaneled next Monday.

James M. Waterbury was again examined 
yesterday in supplementary proceedings by 
Jacob Marks in the room of Fart V. of the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court as to 
his financial ability to pay a judgment ob- 


tained against him and his partner, Chaun- 
cey Marshall, for $131,000 by Baring, Ma- 
goun & Co., the Wall Street bankers, for 
loans on Cordage stock. 

Mr. Waterbury did not produce the books 
of L. Waterbury & Co., a3 directed by Mr. 
Marks. His counsel said that there was 
no objection to an inspection of the books 
so far as Mr. Waterbury was concerned, 
but that as the books were corporate prop- 
erty, it was doubtful whether they should 
be turned over for examination. 

Mr. Waterbury.declined to sign an order 
directing Robert T. Spencer, bookkeeper for 
L. Waterbury & Co., who has the custody 
of the books, to turn them over to Mr. Mar- 
shall, but he telephoned to Mr. Spencer 
to allow Mr. Marks to examine the books. 
An examination of the books will be made 
before the next hearing. 

In answer to Mr. Marks, Mr. Waterbury 
said he had bought and sold stocks in 1892 
and 1893, but had never ordered the de- 
struction of any of his books. In his an- 
swers Mr, Waterbury used the term “ put.” 
Mr. Marks wanted to know what a “ put’”’ 
was. Mr. Waterbury said: ‘‘ You cannot 
know much about Wall Street.’’ Mr. 
Marks admitted that he did not know much 
about Wall Street. He continued his ques- 
tions as follows: 

Q.—What is a ‘‘put’? A.—A “put” is a 
contract by which a broker may deliver to a man 
certafn stock at a certain time and price. 

Q.—Did you ever use your wife’s name in 
your speculations? A.—I never did. 

Q.—Did you ever speculate on Wall Street 
under fictitious names? A.—No; I never did. 

Q.—Are you certain of that? A.—I am. 

Q.—Did You use any of your wife’s money to 
speculate with? A.—No. 

Q.—Did not you use money borrowed a as your 
wife to speculate with? A.—No. 

Q.—Did not you give your wife some of your 
interest in your father’s estate before you made 
over the deeds of the real estate to her?

Q.—When did you first get money from your 
wife? A.—In May, 1893. 

Q.—What stock did you speculate in? A.—Most- 
ly Cordage stock. 

Q.—What other stocks? A.—Whisky, 
Chicago Gas, Lead, and others. 

Q.—Did you buy actual whisky? A.—I bought 
some whisky. : 

Q.—Did not you buy these stocks on margins? 
A.—I do not know what you mean by murgins. 

Q.—Well, did not you gamble in stocks? A.— 


I do not call its gambling. 
Q.—You and differ on what constitutes 


gambling. A.—I think we do. 

“I do not see that this stock business is 
material,” said Thornwall Mullally, counsel 
for Mr. Waterbury. 

“I do,” said Mr. Marks, “and I think 
that the receiver will want to know with 
whom Mr, Waterbury gambled in stocks. 
The receiver may want to recover the 
money for Mr. Waterbury’s creditors.”’ 

Mr. Waterbury testified that in 1890, 1891, 
and 1892 he did not give his wife any 
money exc2pt small amounts for household 
expenses. He said his wife first gave him 
money in May, 1891.. He was asked: “ Did 
your wife give you $50,000 in May, 1893?” 

Mr. Mullally objected to the question on 
the ground that this matter had been gone 
over in the previous examinations.

At this point the lawyers went before. 


Justice *Truax, in Part II., Special Term of 
the Supreme Court, and he dirécted Mr. 
Waterbury to answer the question. Mr. 
Waterbury said he did not think he got 
$50,000 from his wife. He could not say 
whether he got $30,000 or $40,000 from her. 


Q.—How much did you receive from her that 
year? A.—Ien thousand doHars in gifts ‘and 
$25,000 in loans. 

Q.—Did you ask her’ for the money loaned? 
A.—I did. 
Q.—What did you say? A.—I said: ‘“‘I need

Q.—Did you give her any security? A.—Yes, 
Nassau Ferry stock and New-York Bagging 
Company stock, valued at $20,000. 

Q.—When was this twenty-five-thousand-dollar 
loan made? A.—In May, 1893. 

Q.—Did she give you any money in June? 
A.—I think she gave-me $5,000. 

Q.—How much in July, 1893? 
amounts, perhaps $3,000 or $4, 4 

.—How. much did your wife give you in 
1893? A.—I cannot say. 

Q.—One hundred thousand dollars?. A.—I think 
not. 

Mr. Waterbury testified that his wife 
“put up $75,000 of United States Cordage 
bonds for his benefit.’’ and paid $30,000 to 
James R. Kean for him. 


Q.—Where did she get the large sums of money 
she gave you? A.—She made it. 

Q.—How? A.—That’s my business. ‘ 

Q.—She was not a wealthy woman when you 
married her? A.—No. 

Q.—Has your wife asked you to repay her? 
A.—No, she knew that I was not able to do so. 

Q.—Don’t you know as a matter of fact that 
you never considered that you owed your wife 
anything? A.—No, I considered that I owed 
her what she loaned me. 

Q.—What do you owe her now? A.—Twenty- 
five thousand dollars, borrowed money; the bal- 
ance she gave me. 

Mr. Waterbury said that his wife loaned 
the firm of L. Waterbury & Co. $100,000. 

Q.—Where did your wife get the securities she 
loaned or gave you? A.—I would rather not an- 
swer that, and will not without the order of the 
Court. 

Q.—Do not you know that your wife gave you 
mgre money and property than she had in her 
own right? A.—She did not give me more money 
than she had in her own name. 

Q.—Do not you know that speculations were 
earried on in your wife’s name? A.—No; she 
may have speculated in her own name, 

Q.—You were an officer of the National Cordage 
Company? A.—I was its President. 

Q.—Do not you know that your books will show 
a loss of $2,900,000 between Aug. 1, 1889, and 
July 31, 18907 A.—No; the books will show a 
profit for that period. 

.—You and your wife made a mcrtgage to 
William B. Astor on mcd city house, at Fifth 
Avenue and Eleventh Street, did you not? A.— 
We did. i 

Q.—Has the mortgage been satisfied? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Were you not insolvent at the time you 
deeded the property in question to your wife? 
A.—I might have been. 

Q.—Did you receive any consideration for the 
property?. A.—I was paid for it. 

Q.—What is the value of debts owed to you 
personally? A.—I cannot say. 

Mr. Marks questioned? Mr. Waterbury 
about stock speculations made by the Cord- 
age Trust Syndicate. He could not re- 
member how much money was used in this 
way. He said that the books would show. 

Mr. Waterbury admitted that he was a 
member of a “ pool,”’ in which C. Weaver 
Loper, James R. Keene, Chauncey Marshall, 
and others were interested. This ‘ pool”’ 
held the National Cordage Trust stock. 
Mr. Waterbury said he had a one-fifth in- 
terest in the ‘‘ pool.’’ He remarked to 4 
Marks: ‘“*‘ Your clients entered into an agree- 
ment with our creditors and with us for 
the transfer of the assets of L. Waterbury 
& Co. to Waterbury & Marshall, by which 
we thought all our difficulties could’ be 
straightened out, but your clients did not 
stick to that agreement.’’ 

Mr. Waterbury said that most of the 
banks to which the firm owed money had 
accepted the preferred stock of Waterbury 
& Marshall in settlement of their claims. 

Mr. Waterbury said Mr. Marshall, John 
Cc. Furman, his brother-in-law, and George 
W. Leper are his debtors—Furman for 
nbout $100,000 and Leper for $20,000 or $30,- 
000. “Mr. Marshall's debt he could not state. 
He denied that he fad ever owned any 
stock in a circus company or had ever in- 
vested any money in such an enterprise. 
This was in answer to questions evidently 
intended to refer to the circus performances 
given at his country place by men promi- 
nent in society. 

The’ lawyers and Mr. Waterbury then 
went before Justice Truax, in Special Term, 
Part Il., of the Supreme Court to fix the 
day for the next examination. 

Mr. Mullally contended that the examina- 
tion should be closed. He said that at the 
time the judgment was entered by Jus- 
tice Freedman there was an understand- 
ing that no further proceedings would be 
taken against Mr. Waterbury. He added 
that the attorneys of record for Baring, 
Magoun & Cog were Greene & Alexander 
but that they Gid not want to be connected 
with supplementary -proceedings and had 
‘*hired another man to do the work they 
would not do.” He declared that the ex- 
amination was etry © protracted for the 
purpose of annoying Mr. Waterbury. 

Justice Truax adjourned the examination 
until June 12, with the understanding that 
it should be closed then,

_ to Pope or Czar. 

The contest between two factions in St. 
Peter and St. Paul’s Greek atholic 
Church of Jefsey City was the cause of 
much discussion and an order to compro- 
mise temporarily in the Chancery Court in 
Newark, N°. J., yesterday. Vice Chancel- 
lor Pitney was sitting. One faction of the 
church claims the Greek Church is subject 
only to the Pope. The other claims the 
Church is subject to the Czar as the head 
of the Church, and to the Bishop of Lem- 
beck, in Austria, in ecclesiastical matters. 
When the church was founded a lot was 
purchased, and a church building erected. 


The formality of incorporation was not 
gone through, but there was -a Board of 
Trustees and a Congregational Committee 
selected to manage the church. 

The first pastor of the church was Greg- 
ory Hiushka. He officiated until last Feb- 
ruary. Then he was deposed, and John 
Ardan was selected in his stead. Mr. Ar- 
den officiated three Sundays. On the fourth 
Sunday his supporters found the other fac- 
tion and the old pastor had taken posses- 
sion ef the church, and had police protec- 
tion. The faction supporting the old min- 
ister said the congregation should not have 
removed the priest, and that Bishop Wig- 
ger was the only person who had the right 
to do this. The other faction contended 
that Bishop Wigger, being a Roman Cath- 
olic, tid nothing to do with the case. The 
faction now in possesaion of the church 
claims that in 1893 the Church authorities 
directed the Greek priests in this country 
to submit to the Latin Bishops, and the 
Rev. Father Hiushka claims he then sub- 
mitted to Bishop Wigger and was invested 
with the full priestly functions of the Ro- 
man Church, although a minister of the 
Greek rite. The claims of the priest and 
his faction were supported at the hearing 
to-day by affidavits from Cardinal Satolli, 
Cardinal Gibbons, and Bishop Wigger, in 
addition to the affidavits of those having 
direct interest. 

The Vice Chancellor on hearing the case 
said it was too important a matter to de- 
cide on ex-parte affidavits, as it involved a 
decision that might form a precedent in 
many other actions of a similar nature. 
He held that the case should have a hear- 
ing, and the witnesses be examined and 
cross-examined 

The Vice Chancellor then directed a com- 
promise pendente lite. He proposed that 
one faction occupy the church in the morn- 
ing and the other in the afternoon. It was 
pointed out that both sides must hold serv- 
ices in the morning. To settle all disputes 
pending the final decision and to prevent 
any question as to the rightful custodian 
of the church, he said, he would name a 
receiver, who would have absolute control 
in — save matters relating to re- 

gion. 


FIREMEN TO SEE HIM ORDAINED. 





James Le Baron Johnson, Fire Fight- 
er, Will Become Deacon To-day. 


A large delegation of New-York firemen 
will be present in Grace ‘Chapel at Il 
o'clock this morning to witness the ordi- 
nation as a deacon of the Episcopal Church 
of James Le Baron Johnson. Bishop Pot- 
ter will perform the ceremony. 

The ordination sermon will be preached 
by the Rev. George D. Johnson, D. D., of 
New-Brighton, 8S. I., the Archdeacon of 
Richmond, who is the father of the candi- 
date. The Rev. Dr. William R. Hunting- 
ton, rector of Grace Church, will be. the 
presenter.

VETERINARY SURGEON'S DEATH.

Dr. Hamill Was Testifying in Court

James Hamill, a veterinary surgeon of 
416 East Fourteenth Street, died suddenly 
yesterday in the witness chair in the Sixth 
District Civil Court, Second Avenue and 
Twenty-third Street.

Disposition to Get Through the Ses- 
sion Without a Serious Contro- 
versy—Matter of Seminary Con- 
trol Disposed. Of—Committee on 


Temperance Report a Mildly 


Worded Resolution with Respect 


to Union Stadents, 


SarRaToca, May 29.—The Presbyterian 


General Assembly disposed of the seminary 
control matter this morning. Dr. Agnew 
of Philadelphia substitute for 
No. 2 of the which suspends 
the privileges conferred on the assembly 


by the compact of 1870. The substitute 
urged the seminaries to take such steps 
as would bring about the adoption of the 
plan of 1895,*-and he announced that the 
committee had accepted the substitute as 
@ compromise. The report, with the sub- 
stitute proposed by Dr. Agnew, was adopt- 
ed unanimously. 

The New-Brunswick Presbytery asked for 
a change in the title page of the new edi- 
tion of the constitution. This edition has 
just been completed, at a great expense, 
after. two assemblies have discussed the 
whole subject thoroughly. The title, ‘“‘ Sub- 
ordinate Standards,’’ was objected to, on 
the ground that “ standards’”’ could not be 
* subordinate,”” and that the Presbyterian 
standards were standards, and not “ sub- 
ordinate’”’ standards. The subject: was re- 
committed’ In the meantime, the entire 
edition of the constitution must be held 
back. An order for correction woyld cause 
great expense to the Board of Publication. 

The Committee on Bills and Overtures 
reported in favor of reducing the rate of 
apportionment for the expenses of the as- 
sembly from 7 to 6 cents per member. 
The report was adopted. 

Resolutions on the Armenian question 
Were adopted by the assembly, gratefully 
recognizing the efforts of the President to 
secure the safety of the missionaries in 


Turkey, and calling upon the Government 
to assert and enforce al] treaty rights in 
behalf of American citizens. 

Dr. W. H. Hubbard of Auburn presented 
the report of the Committee on Temperance. 
Instead of the usual prohibition resolution, 
which always has created a debate in As- 
sembly. the report favors the education of 
the rising generation in the true principles 
of Gospel temperance, arousing the con- 
science to, the ‘evils of intemperance, as- 
sisting in enforcing all laws that tend to 
restrain and control this gigantic sin, en- 
couraging by all proper means the growth 
of a healthy public sen@iment, thereby 
bringing about such changes in the law as 
will tend to destroy this great evil. It was 
recommended also that’ each churen ses’- 
sion should appoint'a permanent Committee 
on Temperance to devise ways.and means 
for uniting and directing the energy of 
the Church against intemperance. 

An additional resolution was. presented 
to memorialize Congress to enact a law 
forbidding the sale of United States inter- 
nal revenue stamps and licenses in prohibi- 
tition States. This resolution was laid on 
the table after a sharp debate.

The response to the New-York Pres- 
bytery, recommended by the Judicial Com- 
mittee, in the matter of receiving students 
from nion Seminary, was read, as fol- 
lows: 

Yirst—The General Assembly of i896 affirms 
the action of the General Assembly of 1895 con- 
cerning the reception by Presbyteries of students 
as candidates who are ‘*‘ pursuing or intending to 

ursue- their theological studies in seminaries 
or whose instructions the General Assembly dis- 
avows responsibility.’’ 

Second—We call attention to the difference in 
status between ‘‘ ministers from other denomina- 
tions ’’ on the one hand, and students seeking to 
enter the ministry of the Church on the other 
hand, in the relation they sustain, or seek to sus- 
tain, to the Church. As to ministers ‘‘ from 
other denominations,’’ the General Assembly 
having had no care or supervision of their theo- 
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logical instruction requires an examination as 
to their change, and reasons therefor, of con- 
viction {n doctrinal belief and in the form of 
church, government a of their arrival of sin- 
cere acceptance of thé standards of the Church. 
On the other hand, students seeking to come 
under the care, of Presbyteries as candidates for 
the Gospel ministry haye no Presbyterial or ec- 
clesiastical status save what is implied in church 
membership, but having a purpose to qualify 
themselves in the doctrinal belief for the Gospel 
ministry it is indispensable for the purity of 
the Church in doctrine and polity that Presby- 
teries in receiving them under their care so di- 
rect them in a!) cases when necessary, and, if 
need be, requice them to pursue their theological 
studies under some approved divine, or in insti- 
tutions or seminiaries which have not been dis- 
approved “by the Church, that their instruction 
may be in all respects in accord with the doctrine 
and polity of the church into whose ministry 
they are seeking to enter. 

Third—While fully recognizing the constitution- 
al right of Presbyteries in the matter of licens- 
ing candidates for the ministry, (form of Gov- 
ernment, Chapter 14,) we are nevertheless urgent 
that Presbyteries have special care of their ex- 
aminations in subjects required by the form of 
Government, Charter 14; Section 4, and that due 
respect be given to the deliverances of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in the matter of the education 
of students for the Gospel ministry. 

Fourth—We are equally urgent that the same 
eare be taken by Presbyteries in their examina- 
tions of ministers coming to us from foreign 
bodies that is urged upon them in the licenstie 
of candidates already under the care of Presby- 
teries. 

The report will be considered to-morrow.

LOOKING IN7O CONDON’S CONTRACTS 





Dates Mixed Up—Mr. Sheffield Would 
Resign as Treasurer of Fire Board. 


The Fire Commissioners yesterday began 
their investigation of Capt. E. O’M. ,Con- 
don’s management of the Department of 
Building and Repairs. Commissioner Shef- 
field, who has been at work on the matter, 
cross-questioned Capt. Condon. Nearly all 
the work done bv Capt. Condon’s GCepart- 
ment is done under the rule tha‘ allows 
contracts for less than $1,000 to be given 
without advertising for bids. 

Commissioner Sheffield found that Con- 
tractors Hughes, Byrnes, Carroll, Higgins, 
and Walsh were the only ones who had ob- 
tained a contract for carpenter work since 
Condon took charge. Condon admitted that 
he had never asked any other Carpen-ers 
to send in estimates. In looking through 
the bids, the Commissioner found what he 
termed “some curious coincidences, that 
looked like collusion.”’ 

In five cases, out of twenty-seven con- 


tracts awarded, bidders had all neglected to 


put any date on their estimates, and in 
two instances all five bidders had written 
the month “ April’? and omitted to state 


the day. 

Commissioner Sheffield said that it was 
curious that each contractor, if working in- 
dependently, should make the same omis- 
sion. Capt. Condon replied that he was not 
particular about the date; the figures were 
all that he cared to look for. 

Capt. Condon, in his report to the board 
of the twenty-seven contracts, covering an 
expenditure of nearly $20,000, gave a de- 
scription of the work done 2nd the time 
at which it was begun and finished. In no 
single item did his dates tally with those 
supplied to Commissioner Sheffield by the 
Captains of the firehouses. 

For instance, Capt. Condon reported that 
work at the quarters of Engine Company 
No. 82, costing $145, was begun.on April 
27. The estimates were dated April 25. The 
Captain of Engine Company No. 32 reported 
that the work was completed on Feb. 24. 
In the quarters of Engine No. 13 Capt. Con- 
don’s requisition calling for $575 says re- 
pairs began April 21. The Captain of the 
company says the work was completed 
April 10. 

Capt. Condon insisted that his_ figures 
were correct, and that the Fire Captains 
were wrong. He admitted that he had 
kept no record except of the bids, and gave 
as an excuse that he had no books. He 
kept no copies of the letters he sent out, 
because he wanted to keep his letter book 
for estimates. oe. 

The +hearing will be continued Wednes- 
day when the contractors’ will be asked to 
explain their bids. ; 

he usual routine business ‘brought up at 
the close of the investigation was enliv- 
ened by a letter from Commissioner Shef- 
fleld, in whichhe resigned the place as 
Treasurer. to. the © board: Commissioner 
Sheffield insisted on immediate action, but 
neither. of the other Commissioners would 
eonsent, and the letter was. referred. for 
future action.

GOV. MORTON FINISHES THE WORK 
OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


—_-— 


Fifty-five Claim Bills Killed by One 
Veto—Fifty-seven Measures Meet 
with the Disapproval of Mayors— 
Eighty-six Bills Dead Because 
Unacted Upon—Measures Which 
Found Executive Approval on the 
Last Day of Grace, 


ALBANY, May 29.—Gov. Morton this after- 
noon concluded his consideration of the 175 
thirty-day bills left him by the Legislature. 
The last chapter number of the laws this 
year is 1,003, which was Senator Higbie’s 
bill to facilitate the collection of taxes in 


Richmond County. There-were 1,045 laws 
last year. 

The Governor allowed Assemblyman 
Braun’s bill, repealing the charter of the 
Queen City Gaslight Company of Buffalo, 
and one of the Robbins Anti-Coal Trust 
bills to die without action by him. 

There were two anti-coal trust bills fath- 
ered by Robbins and two by. Senator Wil- 
cox. The Governor signed all of the four, 
excep® this one of Assemblyman Robbins, 
which was. considered in the light, of mere- 
ly giving the other three ample effect. 
This bill empowered the Attorney-General 
or a Commissioner. appointed by him to 
investigate the affairs and books of all 
corporations, either domestic or foreign, 
which might be complained of as forming 
a combination to restrain trade or influence 
prices. It also allowed him to summon of- 
ficials of such corporations and compe! 
their testimony. The passage of this Dill 
occasioned one of the stormiest scenes of 
the Senate sessions. 

The Governor vetoed the fifty-five bills of 
Senator Nussbaum, which were designed 
to allow the payment of the fifty-five men 
appointed on the canals of the State last 
year by Superintendent of Public Works 
Aldridge in violation of the civil service 
jaws. The Governor says provision has 
been made for’these employés to go before 
the State Board of Claims. 

The Mayors of cities vetoed fifty-seven 
of the thirty-day bills, which killed them. 
There remained unacted upon, when the 
Governor completed his signing of bills, 
eighty-six measures, which were killed by 


reason of the Governor taking no action 
on them. 

The Governor signed 576 of the 775 thir- 
ty-day bills, and had but one veto before 
to-day. Among the bills signed to-day 
were:

TRUST DEPUSITS IN SAVINGS BANKS 





Law Affecting Them Determined by 
Justice Beekman. 


An important decision affecting and de- 
termining the rights of savings banks 
in relation to trust deposits was rendered 
yestesday by Justice Béekman, in Special 
Term of the Supreme Gourt, in the cases 
of Ellenora H. Decker and Lavinia A. Du 
Bois against the Union. Dime Savings In- 
stitution, 7 

William F. Du Bois,.in July, 1886, opened 
an account with the’ savings institution 
in his name, in trust ‘for Ellenora H. Deck- 
er, and transferred to it $4,086.50 from an 
account which then stood in his name. 
Mrs. Decker was a- sister of Du Bois. 
The account continued in this form until} 
Aug. 1, 1887, when Du Bois transferred 
from it $1,000 to an account which he then 
opened in his name as trustee for Lavinia 
A. Du Bois, his wife, and on July 30, 1890, 
transferred the. balance inthe Decker ac- 
count, $3,552.07, to another account in his 
name, in trust for Lavinia A. Du Bois. 
These two transfers, one for $1,000 and 
the other for $3,552.07, closed the Decker 
trust acocunt, and the passbooks were 
surrendered to the bank. 

Subsequently Du Bois died, leaving the 
two trust accounts in favor of his wife 
Lavinia. An action was brought by E. H. 
Decker against the bank to recover the 
amount of the original deposit, $4,086.50, 
with accumulated interest. upon the theory 
that Du Bois had established an irrevo- 
cable trust in her favor, and had no right 
to transfer the moneys tod any other ac- 
count, An action was also brought by 
Lavinia A. Du Bois to recover from the 


bank the moneys on deposit in the name 
of Du Bois in trust for her. 

At the close of the testimony Justice 
Beekman rendered a decision in favor of 
Ellenora H. Decker, holding that she was 
entitled to the funds remaining on deposit 
with the Union Dime Savings Institution, 
and that Lavinia. A. Du Bois was not en- 
titled to any of the moneys, for an irrevo- 
cable trust had been created in favor of 
Ellenora H. Decker, which was not re- 
voked by the transfers to the trust ac- 
counts for the benefit of Lavinia A. Du 
Bois. The decision relieves the savings 
institution from any liability or responsi- 
bility, beyond that it admits to be due to 
one or the other of the parties. G. W. H. 
Zeglio was counsel for Mrs. Decker, Peter 
H. Carter was counsel for Mrs. Du Bois, 
and C. N. Bovee, Jr., was counsel for the 
Union Dime Savings Institution.

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‘AN ATTACK ON MR. HAFFEN 





GOOD GOVERNMENT CLUB R NOT 
SATISFIED WITH HIS WORK. 


His Official Conduct Declared to be 
Such as to Result in the Absolute 
Waste of Public Funds—A Com- 
mittee Appointed to Investigate 
—The Commissioner Says Any One 
Who Charges Him with Wasting 
Money Is a Liar, 


At a meeting of Good Government Club 
R, held at King’s Bridge Thursday night, 
resolutions were adopted denouncing Louis 
F. Haffen, Commissioner of Street Improve- 
ments of the Twenty-third: and Twenty- 
fourth Wards, and accusing him of official 


mismanagement. in connection. with im- 
provements being made on some of the 
streets. 

The resolution; which was introduced by 
D. H. Chamberlain, was as. follows: 

Whereas, The official conduct of Louis F. 
Haifen, Commissioner of Public Streets for the 
Annexed District, appears ‘to have been, at and 
near Morris Heights Station, such as to result 
in the absolute waste of public tunds, long and 
intolerable inconvenience - and -hardship to the 
citizens interested; as well as scandal to the 
genera! public, : 

Resolved, That the President of this club be 
requested and empowered t> appoiat a committee 
of three to. act in conjun:stion with the standing 
Committee of this-club on public welfare, whose 
duty it shall be to inquire and report «he facts 
in the premises, and what mensures, legal or 
other, are available to compel the said Heffen 
to do his official duty in this regard. 

President Meyers appointed as members 
of this committee D. H. Chamberlain, Ma- 
jor Sponable, and Perry P. Williams. 

When asked to specify in-what-way he 
thought Mr. Haffen had neglected his duty, 
one of the members of the club made this 
statement: 

“During the last six months large sums 
have been expended in what were called 
and expected to be improvements in the 
highways, avenues, and streets in and about 
Morris Heights, particularly. on the avenue 
parallel with the New-York Central Rail- 
road and connecting at Morris Heights with 
Sedgwick Avenue. 

“Previous to that, Undercliff Avenue 
had also been constructed, running into 
Sedgwick Avenue a little above the point 
where the new avenue, parallel to the rail- 
Way connected with Sedgwick Avenue. 

“What Mr. Haffen’s plan may have been 
it is difficult to say exactly. As a matter 
of fact, he has cut down hollows and ele- 


vated elevations. But worse than this, he 
quit work last Fall, leaving it in such an 
unfinished state that it has been simply 
an outrageous hardship tO everybody who 
has had occasion to use these streets and 
avenues except with strong horses and 
safe carriages. 

“ne hardship really has been intoler- 
able. One might say that half of the earth 
moved last Fall by Mr. Haffen is now at 
the foot of the declivity leading to the rail- 
road station, or is on the tracks of the 
rallway, through the natural action of the 
rains and snows of Winter—a result which 
any man of common sense could have fore- 
seen as well as it is seen now. 

“Apparently all, and more than.all, the 
money expended by Mr. Haffen has been 
thrown away. The same condition of af- 
fairs can be found at many other points.”’ 

When asked what action ‘the committee 
would take or how it could proceed against 
Mr. Haffen in case the investigations 
should. in their opinion warrant it, a mem- 
ber said: : . 

“T am not sure what- wet wil do. The 
first thing, of course, will be an investiga- 
tion and a report to the .club.: It might 
perhaps be possible to indict Mi... Haffen 
for malfeasance in-his duties as Commis- 
sioner. A chief weapon of course in such 
a case is publicity. 

“T-do not. know when the committee will 
finish its work. The club has discontin- 
ued its meetings for the Summer, but it is 
possible that a special meeting might be 
called to -hear-the report and to take 
action.’ 

Mr. Haffen’s position is electoral. He 
has held the office, the salary of which is 
$5,000, nearly three years. Ere goes out of 
office Jan. 1, 1898. He was very indignant 
when the resglutions were shown to him 
by -a reporter for THE NEW-YORK. TIMES 
yesterday. 

“If they have any fault to find with the 
way my work is done,” he said, ‘‘ why 
didn’t they at least come to me first and 
make a complaint? Not one of them ever 
came to me about it. 

‘““As to charges of wasting public funds, 
any one who says I have wasted money is 
a‘liar. That’s the plain English of it. I 
am very willing that they should investi- 
gate my work. They will find that I give 
more personal attention to the business of 
my department, I think, than any other 
official in the city. 

“The street they refer to as parallel with 
the railroad track is, I suppose, Cedar Ave- 
nue. It was opened last Fall. The soil 
there is a fine sand, almost @ powder, and 
is easily washed away by rains. I can- 
not be held responsible either for the char- 
acter of the soil or for the rains. Work 
is being done there as fast as possible. Men 
have been busy for a week working on the 
street. I am paving the gutters and laying 
the middle of the road with material from 
the aqueduct, macadamized on top. It is 
being paid for from the maintenance fund, 
not by assessment. I am not required to 
carry on improvements there. There are 
other places that need it, and if they want 
me to stop, I will.’”’ ‘

The United States Church Army is a new 
organization for rescue mission work, just 
formed in the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
with its chief executive vested in Col. 
Henry H. Hadley, Superintendent St. 
Bartholomew’s Rescue Mission, this city, 
as Army Director. 

Soldiers and officers will wear uniforms; 
brass bands, fifed, and drums will be used 
in the meetings, and besides the usual 
“outdoor meetings, tent work, theatre 
and saloon meetings, wagons: for outlying 
neglected districts,’’ there are to be ‘‘ guer- 
rilla warfare and special companies for 
ty aa and seashore, and bicycle bri- 
vade. ~ 
_.No post can be established in any _ par- 
ish without the eonsent of the rector there- 
of, and when established he shall control it. 

The motto of the army is “‘Christ’s Church 
Loyalty.’’ Its National headquarters are 
123. Lexington Avenue, this city. Gen. 
Thomas L. James, President of the Lincoln 
National Bank, is Treasurer. 

A feature of the army will be the estab- 
lishment of Church Army Clubs, “in which 
ten men or more, can be grouped together 
under a Superintendent.” 

Bishop Potter is much interested in the 
work, and the army is expected to spread 
rapidly ja this city.

The Suggestion Made in the Annual 
Report of the Trustees Read at 
the Commencement Last Night— 
Ten Times as Many Students Could 
Be Cared For—Generous: Provis- 
ions for Free Scholarships Want- 
ed—The Cost Placed at $2,000,000, 


In the thirty-seventh annual report of the 
Trustees of the Cooper Union, which hag 
just been issued, the suggestion is made 
that a much larger provision should be 
made for the various Cooper Union night 
classes, 


“The Cooper Union,” say the Trustees, 


“could readily enlarge its classes so as 
to meet the existing demand, if means 
could only be supplied for employing the 
requisite teachers and defraying the ex- 
penses incidental to such an enlargement 
of its work. 

“The best solution undoubtedly of the 
problem would be found in the purchase of 
the ground and buildings now occupied by, 
Columbia University, and which will be re« 
leased when the removal of the institution 
takes place to its new site on Morningside 
Heights. These buildings are admirably 
adapted to the kind of work carmed on in 
the night classes of the Cooper Union, and 
the accommodations would be ample for at 
least ten times as many students as are 
now cared for in the Cooper Union. 

“Such an institution as ought to be es« 
tablished on the Columbia College grounds 
would probably involve $2,000,000 in tha 
purchase of the land and in an endowment 
fund for carrying on the free instruction 
by night. The day schools might probably: 
be made self-sustaining, although there 
should be a large provision for free schol- 
arships to be given to the most deserving 
graduates of the public schools. 

“This suggestion is made in order to ats 
tract public attention and in the hope that 
some benevolent individual may see hig 
way clear to provide the endowment re- 
quired for an institution of such great 
utility, not only to the individuals who may 
be educated, but to the community at large, 
who will profit by the infusion of better 
training, mor? thorough knowledge, and 
higher principles of action.”

Trading to-day was not active, but prices 
were generally firm, most stocks closing 
higher than yesterday.

out contracts over the long recess conse- 
quent on the Decoration Day holiday. Or- 
dinarily such an occasion means lower 
prices, but recently the traders have been 
operating on the short side of the market, 
and the covering of their contracts gave 
the appearance of strength. The covering 
was accelerated in the afternoon on a re- 
port from Washington that the probability 
of the adjournment of Congress next week 
Was good. President Cleveland’s veto of 
the River and Harbor bill was an inspiring 
factor. 

The withdrawals of gold to-day for 
shipment to-morrow amounted to $1,800,000, 
about the sum exnected. Foreign bankers 
say that important shipments to Germany 
next week are probable. The Park Na- 
tional Bank has deposited a million gold 
With the Sub-Treasury in exchange for 
greenbacks. The premium on gold bars 
was reduced % to-day to encourage their 
shipment rather than coin, the weight of 
the latter remaining in the Treasury being 
well up to the standard. The exchange 
market continues firm. The weekly bank 
statement was issued to-day, to-morrow 
being a holiday. It shows an expansion in 
loans of $1,750,000, a gain in money of 
$1,000,000, and an increase in deposits of 
more than $1,800,000. The surplus reserve 
increased $539,175 and now amounts to 
322,230,675.

SIGNALING VESSELS AT SEA. 





A Bill by the American Delegates to 
the Marine Conference, 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The conference of 
the American delegates to the International 
Marine Conference concluded its immediate 
work to-day and adjourned subject to the 
call of the Chairman, Rear Admiral Frank- 
lin. The committee prepared a bill slightly 
modifying the act of 1890, concerning sig- 
naling at sea, to bring it into conform- 
ity with the views of Great Britain and 
Germany. The amendments consist of 
merely providing one signal instead of 
three separate ones for a vessel employed 
in laying telegraph cable, a vessel engaged 
in towing, and a vessel which is unable to 
manoeuvre on account of accident to her 
machinery or similar cause. It also re-, 
peals the separate signal designed to per- 
mit one vessel to feel her way past an- 
other in a fog, this being considered a dan- 
gerous rule. 

When the international conference met 
in 1889, the American delegates objected to 
these provisions on account of their com- 


pay. but they were overruled by the 
British delegates, who insisted upon their 
adoption and persuaded the conference to 
adopt them. The amendments proposed by 
Great Britain and accepted by the United 
States are thus a return to the original 
American proposition. P 

The bill also repeals the special signal 
for a vessel at anchor ai sea in an un- 
usual position, leaving in force the present 
law, which requires all vessels at anchor 
to ring their bells at frequent intervals. 

The bill has gone to both branches of 
Congress, with :the approval of the State, 
Treasury and Navy Departments, and it is 
believed that its importance, together with 
the support of the American delegates and 
of the three departments oY the Govern- 
ment involved, will secure its passa@®e early 
next week, without opposition.
